MASTER'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS 

Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Again  it  becomes  my  duty  and  pleasure  to  review  the  work  of  the 
nast  year  and  make  plans  for  the  future.     The  year  was  a  busy  one,  filled 
wS    Grange    activities   throughout    the   entire    state.      Spec.al    meet.ngs 
denies,  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Grange  meetings  were  well  attended  and 
an   increasing  interest  manifested   in  the  future   growth   and  welfare  of 

the  Grange. 

Condition  of  the  Order 

During  the  year  seven  Subordinate  and  twenty  Juvenile  Granges  were 
organized  and  four  Subordinate  Granges  were  reorganized  While  the 
report  of  our  worthy  secretary  will  show  a  net  loss  in  membership  I  am 
pleased  to  report,  that  for  the  first  time  in  several  years,  the  last  two 
Quarters  show^a  net  gain.  I  am  confident  that  our  losses  have  been  checked 
and  that  we  may  reasonably  expect  a  period  of  growth  and  Prosperity 
for  the  Grange  in  the  future.  This  is  evidenced  on  every  hand  by  the 
sSendfd  spirit  of  fraternity  that  is  ever  present,  the  interest  taken  m 
Grange  meetings  and  programs  and  the  intense  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
Jepulfes,  offlcefs  and  the  Ltire  membership  to  assist  and  cooperate  with 
the  Master  in  increasing  Grange  interest  and  influence.  I  desire  to  thank 
the  members  of  the  Gringe  for  the  fraternal  spirit  that  has  been  mani- 
fested, and  for  the  splendid  assistance  accorded  rt^e  m  m  ^j^-

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Deputies 

The  character  and  standing  of  a  Grange  may  generally  be  measured 
by  the  type  and  character  of  its  deputy.  The  deputy  not  only  supplies 
the  eyes  and  ears  of  the  Grange,  but  is  held  responsible  for  its  gains, 
losses  and  general  deportment.  Too  much  care  cannot  be  exercised  in 
selecting  competent  men  and  women  for  this  important  position.  The  work 
done  during  the  past  year  was  highly  satisfactory  and  generally  ap- 
preciated. It  is  my  purpose  to  develop  a  deputy  organization  that  will 
be  both  active  and  efficient.  We  purpose  spending  considerable  time  during 
this  session,  drilling  and  acquainting  deputies  with  their  work. 

During  the  year  some  misunderstanding  arose  as  to  the  standing  and 
jurisdiction  of  the  Pomona  and  State  Deputies.  These  questions  were  fully 
explained  in  a  recent  issue  of  Grange  News  and  need  no  further  comment 
here.  The  method  of  appointment  has  given  me  more  concern  than  either 
that  of  their  standing  or  jurisdiction.  If  the  State  Master  is  to  be  held 
responsible  for  the  removal  from  office  of  all  incompetent  and  unworthy 
deputies,  then  he  should  be  held  responsible  for  their  appointment,  under 
such  direction  as  the  State  Grange  may  make,  provided  it  does  not  conflict 
with   the   Constitution   and   By-Laws   of   the   National   Grange. 

I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  give  careful  consideration  to  the  method  of  appointment, 
and  make  such  recommendations  as  will  enable  the  Master  to  carry  them 
out.  Any  recommendations  to  be  efi'ective,  must  reach  the  Master's  office, 
on  or  before  December  1,  of  each  year,  in  order  that  he  may  have  time 
to  make  up  his  list  and  get  it  into  the  hands  of  the  secretary  in  time 
for  publication  in  the  Grange  Register.  The  Master  of  the  State  Grange 
finds  himself  in  the  same  position  this  year  as  last,  and  will  explain  his 
course  of  action  to  the  deputies  while  here  in  session. 

Pomona  Granges 

There  is  no  branch  of  our  Grange  organization  that  is  contributing 
so  much  to  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  order,  or  rendering  such 
efficient  service  as  the  Pomona  Grange.  We  learned  the  value  of  Pomona 
in  our  recent  campaign  for  the  Dormitory;  and  with  that  knowledge  still 
in  mind  we  are  going  to  hold  her  responsible  for  the  future  growth  and 
prosperity   of  the   Granges   in    her   jurisdiction. 

The  Pomona  is  the  proper  contact  between  the  Subordinate  and  the 
State  Grange,  and  should  be  given  full  charge  of  all  weak  and  dormant 
Granges  and  be  authorized  to  render  such  assistance  as  may  be  needed. 
All  this  was  in  my  mind  when  I  appointed  so  many  Pomona  Masters  as 
State  Deputies.  The  plan  has  worked  admirably  and  unless  there  are 
strong  objections  will  be  continued.  I  am  more  convinced  than  ever,  that 
the  Pomona  Grange  is  the  proper  medium  to  use  in  building  up  and  in 
strengthening  our  order. 


Washington  Conference 

The  recent  conference  in  Washington  of  Fords,  DuPonts,  Sloans, 
Youngs,  Rosenwalds  and  others,  will  undoubtedly  inspire  confidence  and 
furnish  the  President  with  valuable  information  that  will  enable  him  to 
act  wisely  and  intelligently  in  stabilizing  industry  and  in  improving 
business  conditions.  It  will  be  of  interest  to  you  to  know  that  our  National 
Master  received  an  invitation  to  attend  this  Conference,  but  was  obliged 
to  refuse  because  his  presence  was  needed  at  the  National  Grange  Session. 
Again  he  was  told  by  telegram,  that  the  Conference  had  been  postponed 
to  accommodate  him,  and  the  President  of  the  Farmer's  Union,  who  was 
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also  detained  on  account  of  their  annual  meeting;  and  again  he  replied 
thLf  it  would  be  impossible  as  he  was  needed  in  Seattle, 
'on  Fdday  morning,  the  day  the  session  closed,  Chairman  Legge  of  the 
Federal  Farm  Board,  phoned  our  National  Master  that  the  conference 
had  been  postponed  until  the  following  Monday  and  that  he  would  ap- 
Ireciate  having  him  take  an  airplane  and  start  for  Washington  at  once 
^nd?o  bring  two  State  Masters  with  him.  Later  in  the  day,  Brother 
TaterwireS  Chairman  Legge  that  due  to  the  fact  that  the  National  Grange 
would  not  close  its  labors  until  late  Friday  night,  he  would  not  be  able 
To  jet  away,  but  would  wire  Fred  Brenckman,  our  Washington  repre-

The  show  had  grown  to  such  size  and  Propo'tion^  ^hat  it J^^^X 
possible  to  house  it  or  make  satisfactory  arrangen^^ents  to  accom^^^^^^ 
the  large  number  of  people  who  came  to  see  the  Products  of  P«n"^y'^^,^  ^^ 
agriculture.    When  the  building  is  completed  ?n  exhibits  will  be  piacea 
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under  one  roof  and  ample  room  will  be  accorded  those  in  attendance. 
The  benefits  which  will  come  to  the  Grange  through  this  project  will 
be  reflected  in  the  results  obtained  through  organization  and  intelligent 
cooperation.  Both  the  organized  and  unorganized  farmers  of  the  state 
will  learn  to  work  in  unison  and  keep  step  with  each  other.  In  behalf 
of  the  Grange,  I  want  to  thank  our  Governor  and  the  Legislature  for 
the  assistance  given  and  for  the  favors  granted. 

Taxation 

There  is  no  problem  confronting  Pennsylvania  agriculture  today  so 
vital  as  that  of  taxation.  No  form  of  Farm  Relief  has  yet  been  men- 
tioned that  would  bring  so  much  peace  and  happiness  to  the  farm  homes 
of  Pennsylvania  as  would  come  from  lifting  the  unjust  burdens  of  taxa- 
tion levied  against  real  estate.  So  far  all  efforts  to  secure  a  just  and 
equitable  distribution  have  failed,  with  the  one  exception,  that  of  securing 
an  increased  appropriation  for  Township  Roads  under  the  Reward  System. 

This  prompts  me  to  make  this  observation,  that  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  it  will  be  necssary  for  the  Grange  to  advocate  that  the  state 
build  and  maintain  all  roads  and  schools.  Much  can  be  said  both  for  and 
against  the  proposition,  but  the  fact  still  remains,  that  it  would  relieve 
local  taxation  and  simplify  the  problem  of  making  assessments  and  col- 
lecting taxes. 

The  program  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  to  be  presented  to  the 
next  session  of  the  Legislature,  should  include  a  Constitutional  Amend- 
ment, an  Income  and  a  Manufacturer's  Tax,  and  such  other  recommenda- 
tions as  will  bring  some  permanent  relief  to  agriculture.  There  is  a 
growing  tendency  on  the  part  of  town  and  city  assessers  to  lower  the 
assessment  valuation  and  raise  the  tax  rate,  which  reduces  the  County 
Tax  and  throws  it  back  on  farm  property  to  make  up  the  difference.  In 
making  assessments  careful  consideration  should  be  given  to  revenue 
derived,  and  the  ability  to  pay  the  tax  levied  on  the  property  assessed. 

The  National  Grange  recommended  that  a  standing  Tax  Committee 
be  appointed  in  each  Subordinate,  Pomona  and  State  Grange  to  work 
with  a  similar  committee  appointed  by  the  Master  of  the  National  Grange. 
We  have  a  standing  Legislative  Committee  in  the  State  Grange  and  many 
Pomona  and  Subordinate  Granges  have  such  Committees.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  all  Granges,  both  Pomona  and  Subordinate,  appoint  a  Legis- 
lative Committee  at  once  and  this  will  enable  us  to  work  in  harmony  with 
the  National  Grange,  and  accord  us  the  opportunity  of  studying  the  Tax 
Laws  of  other  states.  Let  us  give  some  time  and  study  to  this  important 
question  and  be  prepared  to  present  to  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature 
a   sound  constructive  policy  of  taxation. 

Bonding  Grange  Officers 

The  National  Grange  has  completed  arrangements  for  bonding  Grange 
treasurers  as  required  by  Grange  law.  Under  the  plan,  however,  the 
office  rather  than  the  officer  is  bonded.  So  long  as  the  premiums  are  paid 
the  Grange  is  protected  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  renew  the  bond  each 
time  there  is  a  change  of  treasurers.  Each  Grange  has  been  sent  an 
application  blank,  which  should  be  filled  out  as  directed  and  sent  to  the 
state  secretary,  who  will  be  instructed  by  the  Executive  Committee  how 
to  proceed.  The  bond  is  what  is  known  as  a  blanket  form  of  insurance 
and  is  carried  by  a  well-known  company  in   our  own   state. 

Grange  Dues 

The  National  Grange  voted  to  increase  our  dues  to  the  National 
Grange  from  eight  to  twelve  cents.     This  comes  to  us  in  the  form  of  an 
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amendment  to  the  Constitution  and  must  be  ratified  by  two-thirds  of  all 
fhTsUtes  before  it  becomes  Grange  law.  Your  representatives  voted 
%.^r  the  amendment,  but  the  opposition  weakened  and  the  vote  carried. 
The  result  oHhrvT  clears  indicates  that  the  requisite  number  of  states 
wm  ratify  and  that  it  will  be  useless  to  prolong  the  fight  onger  I, 
ThLf ore  recommend  that  the  amendment  be  ratified  and  that  our  Sub- 
ordinate Grange  dues  be  increased  ten  cents  per  annum  to  take  care  of 
the  national  increase  and  provide  additional  funds  for  the  State  Grange. 

The  National  Grange 

The  National  Grange  Meeting  held  in  Seattle,  Washington,  was  an 
outstanding  session  and  will  be  so  recorded.  It  reaffirmed  its  former 
position  on^  the  Tariff,  Grange  Debenture,  Peace  Program,  Muscle  Shoals 
the  Shteenth  Amendment  and  other  questions  that  it  has  sponsored  for 
many  years.  In  addition  it  endorsed  the  Kellogg  Peace  Pact  and  p  edged 
Tupport  to  the  Federal  Farm  Board  in  every  forward  movement  that 
had  for  its  object  bettering  agricultural  conditions. 

It  denounced  compulsory  military  training  in  our  colleges  and  uni- 
versities the  increasing  use  of  cigarettes  in  our  high  schools  and  higher 
rnstTtutLs  of  learning,  and  urged  boards  of  trustees  and  directors  to 
pxercise  greater  care  in  the  selection  of  teachers. 

During  the  vear  two  new  stars  were  added  to  the  Grange  Flag,  North 
Carolina  and  Minnesota.  The  former  takes  seventh  place  in  the  number 
of  Granges  and  has  outdistanced  many  of  the  old  Grange  States.  Minnesota 
wa?  the^first  state  organized,  but  for  a  number  of  years  has  not  main- 
rained  Granges  enough  to  entitle  her  to  representation  in  the  National 
Grange  She  has  a  wide  awake  young  man  for  Master  and  we  Predict 
that  Minnesota  will  again  become  a  factor  in  Grange  work,  both   State

?rom  all  parts  of  our  country  stating  how  much  it  was  enjoyed^  It  must 
have  been  a  source  of  inspiration  to  the  Patrons  in  the  E^ast  to  hear  our 
"Master's  voice,"  and  well-known  Grange  songs,  and  then  to  realize  that 
it  was  coming  a  distance  of  three  thousand  miles  or  more. 

The  eTectfon  of  officers  passed  quietly  and  without  much  oPPos.^on  or 
many  changes.  Brother  L.  J.  Taber  was  reelected  Master  J'th  an  almost 
unanimous  vote.  J.  Curtis  Hopkins,  of  Rhode  Island  succeeds  Ralph  Smith 
of  Iowa  as  Assistant  Stewart.  T.  J.  Freestone,  of  New  York,  succeeds 
Leslie  R.  Smith,  of  Massachusetts,  as  member  of  the  Executive  Comm  ttee 
the  latter  was  elected  Priest  Archon  in  place  of  Sherman  J.  Lo^eU'  »* 
New  York.  E.  B.  Dorsett,  of  Pennsylvania,  succeeds  S.  L-  Striy  ngs 
of  New  York,  as  a  Director  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  National 
GranTe  Monthly.  All  other  officers  were  reelected  The  delegates  voted 
to  hold  the  next  session  of  the  National  Grange  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

Grange  Co-oferations 

None  of  the  many  Grange  Cooperatives  have  made  s«<;h  Phenomenal 
growth  as  that  of  Fire  Insurance.  With  twenty-four  mutual  companies 
carrying  over  $140,000,000  of  insurance,  the  Grange  has  made  a  record 
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that  has  never  been  equalled.  The  saving  to  the  farmer  each  year,  would 
not  only  pay  his  dues,  but  that  of  the  entire  membership  for  a  number 
of  years. 

Our  Grange  Life  Insurance  would  soon  become  just  as  practical  and 
far  more  powerful  if  it  received  the  same  support  as  is  given  our  Fire 
Insurance  Companies.  We  are  not  urging  you  to  take  insurance,  but  if 
you  do,  why  not  give  it  to  our  Grange  Company,  the  Farmers  and  Traders 
Life  Insurance  Company  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.?  No  matter  what  other 
agents  may  offer  you,  no  better  policy  can  be  obtained  of  any  company^ 
all  things  considered,  than  can  be  obtained  of  our  own  company. 

Casualty  Insurance  and  Automobile  Insurance  have  been  difficult 
problems  to'  solve.  The  National  Grange  Auto  Insurance  Company  will 
undertake  to  write   insurance  in   Pennsylvania  the  coming  year. 

While  no  written  contract  has  been  executed  the  Threshermen  and 
Farmers  Mutual  Casualty  Insurance  Company  has  been  writing  both 
Casualty  and  Auto  Insurance.  The  Executive  Committee  will  endeavor 
to  get  a  signed  contract  the  first  of  the  year. 

The  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  continues  to  serve  our  patrons  and 
is  grateful  for  the  continued  support  given  and  for  all  new  business  re- 
ceived during  the  year.  Many  of  our  patrons  do  not  appreciate  what  the 
Exchange  would  do  for  them  if  given  the  opportunity.  Many  sections  of 
the  State  do  not  give  any  business  whatever  to  the  Exchange.  The  Ex- 
change should  have  the  business  of  all  our  members  over  the  entire  state. 
An  effort  will  be  made  this  coming  year  to  pool  the  orders  of  the  small 
buyer  and  different  cooperatives  over  the  state,  thus  securing  a  larger 
volume  and  correspondingly  lower  prices.  It  is  the  large  number  of  small 
dealers  and  cooperatives  that  keep  the  Exchange  from  giving  its  mem- 
bers full  benefit  of  the  organization. 

Law  Enforcement 

The  Grange  has  always  stood  for  temperance  and  obedience  to  the 
law  and  must  never  recede  from  that  position.  We  commend  President 
Hoover  for  his  courage  and  intelligence  in  discussing  Law  Enforcement 
and  for  his  logical  and  reasonable  suggestions  for  improvement.  The 
Grange  has  always  maintained  that  Law  Enforcement  belonged  to  the 
Department  of  Justice  rather  than  that  of  the  Treasury  and  will  wel- 
come the  change. 

If  the  ones  who  make,  interpret  and  enforce  the  laws,  are  required 
to  obey  them,  the  problem  of  Law  Enforcement  will  become  simple  and 
easy.  If  more  judges  are  needed  to  clear  the  dockets  of  cases  pending, 
or  more  marshals  or  law  enforcement  officers  to  make  arrests,  and  secure 
evidence,  to  aid  in  securing  convictions,  they  should  be  elected  or  appointed 
at  once.  It  is  not  a  question  of  saving  money,  but  one  of  saving  our 
manhood    and   womanhood    and   upholding   the   Constitution. 

Since  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  became  a  part  of  the  Federal  Con- 
stitution we  have  depended  too  much  on  legislation  and  too  little  on 
education.  If  we  want  or  expect  the  future  generations  to  be  law-abiding 
citizens  we  must  begin  training  them  now.  "As  the  twig  is  bent  the  tree 
is  inclined."  The  proper  place  to  begin  this  training  is  in  the  home  and 
should  be  continued   in  the  school  and  the  church. 

I  would  like  to  see  the  Grange  take  a  greater  interest  in  the  kind  of 
training  that  our  boys  and  girls  are  receiving  and  in  the  type  of  men 
and  women  employed  to  conduct  it.  Children  are  great  imitators  and  we 
must  insist  that  the  personal  habits  and  moral  standing  of  the  teachers 
employed  are  above  reproach. 
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During  the  next  five  years  we  will  witness  greater  activity  among 
organized  farmers  than  has  been  seen  for  many  years,  and  the  Grange 
must  not  lose  her  identity,  nor  surrender  her  position  as  the  leading  farm 
organization  in  the  state  and  nation.  The  Grange  has  always  advocated 
increased  aid  and  appropriations  for  State  College,  the  Extension  Work 
and  Vocational  Training,  and  we  now  urge  these  agencies  to  give  greater 
support  to  the  organization  that  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  of 
greatest  service  to  them.  We  must  not  forget  that  for  over  sixty  years 
the  Grange  has  been  fighting  the  battles  of  the  farmer,  and  has  always 
stood  for  equality  of  opportunity  under  the  law.  Many  of  the  farm 
organizations  in  existence  today,  are  either  children  of  the  Grange  or 
have  borrowed  the  Grange  ideals.  Now  that  these  children  have  learned 
to  walk  we  sincerely  hope  that  they  will  never  be  unmindful  of  the  parental 
care  and  assistance  given  them  by  the  Grange  in  their  younger  days. 

The  acts  and  advice  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board  will  tend  to  encourage 
farmers  to  organize,  and  this  will  present  new  and  grave  dangers,  as 
many  farmers  will  think  that  a  new  organization  is  needed.  It  is  not 
more  organizations  that  are  needed,  but  a  coordination  of  the  ones  we 
now  have  that  will  help  to  solve  the  problems  of  Agriculture.  Education, 
Organization  and  Cooperation  are  the  three  great  aids  to  Agriculture. 
They  will  do  more  for  the  farmer  than  any  legislation  yet  proposed  or 

^^^^We  are  often  admonished,  "That  a  good  patron  places  faith  in  God." 
It  was  faith  in  God  that  inspired  and  actuated  Father  Kelly  and  his 
associates  to  lay  the  foundation  of  our  great  order.  .Thej  made  faith 
the  cardinal  principle  and  the  first  lesson  taught,  knowing  full  well,  that 
nothing  worth  while  would  ever  be  accomplished  without  it.

The  Grange  year  closed  on  September  30,  1929,  and  its  record  in 
Pennsylvania  shows  a  total  of  864  Granges  with  a  total  membership  of 
76,664.

As  is  well  known  the  Dormitory  has  been  completed  since  the  last 
meeting  of  the  State  Grange  and  is  now  occupied  by  students.  The  dedi- 
cation was  held  on  August  14  amid  an  assemblage  of  Grange  folks  and 
their  friends,  of  which  a  full  description  was  carried  in  the  August  issue 
of   Grange  News. 

In  accordance  with  an  understanding  with  the  College  Trustees,  the 
Grange  can  exercise  its  discretion  as  to  contributions  beyond  the  amount 
of  $100,000  and  at  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Dormitory  and  Home  Economics 
Committee  held  at  State  College,  August  14,  it  was  agreed  that  all  con- 
tributions in  excess  of  $100,000  shall  be  paid  into  a  fund  to  be  held  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State  Grange  until  it  reaches  an  amount  of  $2,500, 
whereupon  a  Scholarship  shall  be  created  and  the  interest  shall  be  avail- 
able to  a  Grange  girl  of  not  less  than  two  yearns  membership  for  a  course 
in   Home  Economics. 

Grange  News 

A  new  mailing  list  is  being  built  for  our  monthly  paper  and  we  are 
planning  to  use  it  for  the  first  time  with  the  January  issue  of  the  paper. 
This  does  not  in  any  way  change  the  feature  of  the  paper  but  it  is  hoped 
that  the  complaints  by  those  not  receiving  the  News  will  be  met.  Now 
that  the  mailing  list  has  been  corrected  we  look  to  our  patrons  for  sup- 
port in  several  respects.  First,  to  patronize  our  advertisers  whenever 
possible;  second,  to  contribute  news  items  of  interest  to  the  Grange  and 
the  farm  home,  and  third,  to  assist  in  widening  the  service  of  the  paper. 
A  wise  course  of  publicity  properly  directed  would  go  a  long  way  in 
creating  Grange  sentiment  everywhere.  A  progressive  Grange  program 
of  the  State  Grange  properly  advertised  will  mean  a  deeper  interest  and 
a  greater  Grange.  Our  circumscribed  policy  must  necessarily  widen  to 
take  in  more  general  agricultural  aspect  even  though  the  Grange  is  ever 
first  and  foremost   in   Grange  Neivs. 

Legislation 

The  report  of  the  Legislative  Committee  will  cover  the  extent  of  our 
activities  in  that  line  and  as  your  legislative  representative,  I  would  only 
refer  to  the  1929  session  of  the  Legislature  as  one  that  was  supremely 
controlled  by  administration  leaders  and  by  common  consent  it  is  agreed 
that  the  one-time  independence  of  thought  among  members  was  entirely 
lacking  and  if  there  was  any  inclination  to  speak  for  the  public  good 
there  was  no  evidence  of  it.  No  one  seemed  to  have  the  courage  to 
champion  the  rights  of  the  taxpayers  or  if  so,  it  was  deemed  futile  to 
oppose  administration  leadership  and  the  session  throughout  was  regarded 
as  the  most  peaceful  and  harmonious  ever  held. 

The  serious  business  of  the  Legislature  consisted  of  the  Four  Cent 
Gasoline  Tax,  Voting  Machine  Legislation,  Highway  Program  and  the 
Anthracite  Tax  Repealer.     All  of  these  acts  went  through  in  accordance 
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with  administration  wishes  and  without  a  hitch.  By  many  the  Adminis- 
trative Code  and  the  Fiscal  Code  are  considered  matters  of  such  far- 
reaching  importance  that  it  is  difficult  to  forecast  their  effect  in  future 
elections  and  legislation. 

Approximately  $4,000,000  additional  revenue  will  be  derived  from  the 
passage  of  the  Motor  Code,  through  increased  fees  imposed  on  registration 
of  pneumatic   and   solid  tire  trucks. 

Trucks  with  pneumatic  tires  in  the  original  code  were  assessed  with 
a  25  per  cent  increase  in  registration  fees;  this  has  been  reduced  to 
10  per  cent.  There  has  been  no  reduction  in  the  50  per  cent  increase  for 
trucks  with   solid  tires  and  for  trailers. 

In  a  largely  attended  hearing  on  the  Motor  Code  a  score  of  interested 
persons  and  corporations  appeared  in  the  interest  of  the  reduction  of  the 
50  per  cent  increase  on  solid  tire  trucks  and  no  one  but  the  Grange 
representative  in  the  interest  of  the  36,000  farms  in  Pennsylvania  having 
small  trucks.  The  Code  as  finally  passed  did  not  reduce  the  increase  solid 
tire  trucks  and  the  Grange  can  claim  credit  for  the  cut  of  15  per  cent  in 
the  proposed  increase  on  pneumatic  tires  thus  saving  thousands  of  dollars 
to  Pennsylvania  farmers. 

Legislation  both  State  and  National  is  the  most  fertile  field  for  the 
Grange  to  cultivate  and  will  always  yield  the  largest  profit.  Grange 
history  is  replete  with  instances  where  Grange  representatives  and  Com- 
mittees have  championed  the  cause  of  good  government  and  just  laws 
and  unless   we   adhere   to   these   fundamental   Grange   policies   our   efforts 


are  in  vain. 


Grange  Conditions 


It  is  natural  that  the  real  Grange  conditions  should  appear  in  their 
truest  light  in  the  secretary's  work.  While  figures  and  statistics  are  cold 
and  lifeless  they  always  point  the  way  to  success  or  ruin.  For  the  third 
time  we  say,  "It  is  imperative  that  new  Granges  be  organized,"  and  it 
is  the  hope  that  this  State  Grange  meeting  will  lay  down  a  program  of 
constructive  work  that  will  enable  Grange  Deputies  and  speakers  to  present 
our  cause  with  greater  vigor  than  ever  before.  Our  organization  with 
its  wonderful  history  and  background  has  no  competitor  and  the  Grange 
gospel  must  be  carried  into  every  section  of  the  State.  Opposition  from 
Farmers'  Clubs,  the  aloofness  of  other  Clubs  and  Agencies,  and  lack  of 
sympathy  of  certain  organizations  with  extremely  selfish  ideals  must  all 

be  met.  ,  ,, 

Organizers  with  ability  should  be  sent  into  districts  where  there  are 
no  Granges  and  the  results  will  follow.  Cooperatives,  4  H  Clubs,  and 
similar  organizations  should  be  interviewed  with  a  view  of  closer  cooper- 
ation. The  Grange  and  Farm  program  must  be  advanced  from  every 
Grange  hall  in  the  State  and  then  and  only  then  will  the  tide  turn  for- 
wards and  upwards.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  LECTURER 

In  reporting  the  activities  of  the  Lecturer's  office  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange  for  the  year  1929,  I  am  indeed  happy  to  be  able  to  report 
the  most  active  year  of  my  three  year's  tenure  in  office.  From  every 
branQh  of  our  order  has  been  displayed  a  keener  interest  and  apprecia- 
tion for  the  work  of  the  Grange  Lecturer  and  the  relative  importance  of 
that  work  to  the  welfare  of  the  Order.  We  find  that  Lecturers  generally, 
are  preparing  and  presenting  to  their  members  a  high  type  of  program, 
which  is  resulting  in  a  better  informed,  a  more  aggressive,  and  a  more 
enthusiastic  membership  throughout  the  State.  Very  largely  as  the  result 
of  the  initiative  and  interest  of  the  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Lecturers, 
the  Granges  throughout  Pennsylvania  have  taken  an  active  part  in  pro- 
moting community  interests  within  our  State.  More  and  more  publicity 
is  being  given  to  Grange  activities  and  particularly  to  the  literary  program 
of  the  Grange,  through  the  medium  of  the  local  press.  This  local  adver- 
tising is  doing  much  to  acquaint  the  public  with  the  activities  and  the 
high  ideals  of  our  order. 

Our  reports  show  that  the  number  of  inquiries  directed  to  the  State 
Lecturer's  office,  the  amount  of  correspondence  handled,  as  well  as  amount 
of  materials  furnished  to  the  Granges,  nearly  trebles  that  of  a  year  ago. 
These  circumstances  denote  increasing  interest  and  enthusiasm  on  the 
part  of  the  Grange  Lecturers,  the  continuation  of  which  cannot  but 
result  in  the  healthy  and   prosperous  development  of  our   Order. 

Regional  Conferences 

In  pursuance  with  the  expressed  wish  and  recommendations  of  the 
State  Grange  session  of  a  year  ago,  a  series  of  regional  Masters'  and 
Lecturers'  conferences  were  held  throughout  the  State  during  the  months 
of  February,  March  and  April.  State  deputies,  Pomona  and  Subordinate 
Officers  gave  very  splendid  cooperation  in  arranging  for  these  regional 
meetings,  which  were  attended  by  2,376  Patrons,  representing  443  Granges 
from  61  different  counties.  Much  of  the  success  of  these  conferences 
was  due  to  the  splendid  cooperation  of  Pennsylvania  State  College  through 
Professor  W.  R.  Gordon  of  the  Department  of  Rural  Sociology  and  the 
Pennsylvania     State     Library    through     Evelyn    L.    Mathews,    Extension 

Librarian. 

Most  pleasing  and  encouraging  was  the  interest  manifested  in  these 
regional  Grange  meetings  by  other  worthy  organizations.  Such  organiza- 
tions as  the  Federated  Women's  Clubs,  Women's  Christian  Temperance 
Union,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Lion's  Club,  Kiwanis  Clubs,  Rotary  Clubs,  Parent- 
Teacher  Association,  Library  Boards,  County  Commissioners,  School  Su- 
perintendnts.  Agricultural  Extension  Association,  School  and  Church 
Organizations    were    officially   represented. 

County  Libraries 

The  year  1929  stands  out  in  Pennsylvania  as  the  banner  year  for 
the  promotion  and  development  of  County  Libraries.  This  fact  is  due 
very  largely  to  the  interest  that  has  been  manifested  in  this  noble  and 
far-reaching  project,  by  the  Granges  throughout  the  State.  Many  Pomona 
and  Subordinate  Granges  have  Library  Committees  actively  at  work 
furthering  the  County  Library  cause  in  their  respective  jurisdictions. 
Outstanding  in  this  connection  is  the  courageous  and  noteworthy  campaigns 
for  the  establishment  of  County  Libraries  that  have  been  waged  during 
the  past  year  by  McKean  and  Tioga  County  Pomona  Granges.  While 
their  efforts  met  with  only  partial  success,  however  through  their  en- 
deavors a  future  county  library  service  has  been  assured  for  their  counties, 
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and  by  uncovering  legislative  obstructions  tbat  stand  in  the  way  of  im- 
mediate establishment  of  County  Libraries,  these  Pomona  Granges  have 
rendered  an  invaluable  service  to  the  County  Library  movement  through- 
out the  entire  State.  This  forward  movement  on  the  part  of  so  many 
Granges,  looking  to  the  educational  and  cultural  development  of  rural 
Pennsylvania,  is  indicative  of  a  broad  vision  as  well  as  a  fervent  desire 
to  serve  rural  life  in  an  effective  and  far-reaching  manner.  Such  action 
is  worthy  of  the  highest  commendation  of  this  State  Grange  body.  And 
as  heretofore,  the  Lecturer's  Department  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange 
urges  the  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges  to  carry  on  this  worth-while 
work  until  the  county  library  service  is  well  established  in  every  county 
in  this  great  State. 

Middle  Atlantic  Conference 

Pennsylvania  Patrons  can  view  with  pride  the  third  annual  Middle 
Atlantic  Grange  Lecturer's  Conference  which  was  held  at  State  College 
on  August  12,  13,  14  and  15,  1929.  More  than  nine  hundred  patrons 
attended  the  sessions  of  this  conference,  making  the  largest  group  of 
Grange  Lecturers  ever  assembled  together  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States. 

The  program  of  this  year's  conference  was  arranged  through  the 
joint  efforts  of  the  State  Lecturers  of  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Delaware, 
Maryland  and  Pennsylvania,  Prof.  W.  R.  Gordon  representing  Pennsyl- 
vania State  College  and  R.  G.  Dressier  representing  Pennsylvania  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  Upon  this  program  appeared  many  rural  leaders 
of  state  and  national  renown.  This  undoubtedly  constituted  one  of  the 
most  formidable  array  of  Grange  and  rural  leaders  ever  to  appear  before 
any  Grange  group. 

The  executive  and  administrative  officers  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
College  spared  neither  time  nor  effort  in  their  desire  to  make  the  visit  of 
the  delegates  to  the  conference  pleasant,  comfortable  as  well  as  profitable. 
That  the  College  officials  were  successful  beyond  measure  in  their  en- 
deavors is  attested  to  by  the  universal  and  enthusiastic  commendations 
of  all  the  delegates  from  both  this  and  the  visiting  states.  The  practica- 
bility and  usefulness  of  these  Lecturers'  Conferences  is  demonstrated 
throughout  the  entire  area  by  higher  type  literary  programs  contributing 
to  more  valuable   and   more   profitable   Grange   meetings. 

The  increasing  demands  of  our  membership  make  these  Grange  Lec- 
turers' Conferences  indispensable  as  a  source  of  instruction  and  inspira- 
tion to  our  Grange  Lecturers.  We  cannot  recommend  too  highly  to  this 
Grange  the  Middle  Atlantic  Grange  Lecturers'  Conference.  There  is  no 
Grange  endeavor  within  this  area,  which  offers  such  a  wide  range  of 
instruction  in  rural  social  work,  and  certainly  there  is  nowhere  offered 
a  better  opportunity  to  Grange  Lecturers  to  visualize  our  Order  in  its 
immensity  or  to  grasp  the  full  significance  of  the  service  the  Grange  is 
rendering  in  its  efforts  to  build  a  stable  agriculture  and  a  satisfying  rural 
life.  May  we  expect  from  the  entire  Grange  of  Pennsylvania  a  whole- 
hearted endorsement  of  this  worthy  Grange  enterprise.  Especially  do 
we  urge  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Masters  to  give  this  project  their  care- 
ful consideration.  Due  care  should  be  taken  to  remove  all  obstacles  that 
may  interfere  with  the  attendance  of  the  Grange  Lecturer.  Financial 
handicaps  can  well  be  taken  care  of,  if  each  Grange  under  the  leadership 
of  the  Master  will  endeavor  to  build  a  Lecturer's  conference  fund.  Such 
endeavor,  I  am  sure,  will  result  in  profit  and  pleasure  to  the  Grange. 
The  1930  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  will  be  held  at  Newark,  Delaware, 
with  the  Delaware  State  Grange  and  the  Delaware  University  as  hosts. 
Present   indications   point   to   an   outstanding   conference,   and   it   is   our 
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fervent  wish  and  expectation  that  a  great  majority  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Granges  will  be  represented  at  Newark. 

Pomona  Granges 

For  several  years  some  of  our  Pomona  Granges  have  been  holding 
Masters'  and  Lecturers*  Conferences  which  have  resulted  profitably  to 
themselves  and  to  their  Subordinate  Granges.  The  arrangement  and  pro- 
cedure which  seems  conducive  of  the  best  results  is  to  call  the  meeting 
for  some  central  location,  serving  a  luncheon  at  noon  and  then  devoting 
the  entire  afternoon  to  the  discussion  of  problems  affecting  the  Grange, 
also  giving  instructions  in  the  technique  of  the  manual,  code,  etc.  This 
we  believe  is  a  proper  function  for  Pomona  Granges  and  we  heartily 
recommend  this  procedure  for  all   Pomona  Granges. 

Conclusion 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  marked  by  a  spirit  of  harmony  and 
fellowship  among  Grange  members  and  officers  alike.  This  has  made  the 
labors  of  the  Lecturer's  office  a  most  pleasant  task.  May  I  take  this 
opportunity  to  express  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Grange  through- 
out the  state,  my  deep  appreciation  for  the  courteous  and  cordial  treatment 
I  have  received  at  your  hands  and  for  the  many  helps  and  splendid  co- 
operation  that   you   have   accorded   the   Lecturer's   office.

Mrs.  Georgia  Piolett  of  Bradford  County,  who  is  Chairman  of  the 
Home  Economics  Committee,  introduced  Rev.  John  J.  Mcllvaine,  who 
welcomed  the  delegates  in  place  of  Burgess  B.  H.  Lichtenberger.  P.  H. 
Dewey,  Past  Master  of  the  State  Grange,  responded  to  the  welcome  address. 

Frank  P.  Willetts,  former  Pennsylvania  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and 
Treasurer  of  the  State  Grange,  and  a  personal  friend  of  the  speaker  and 
her  husband,  introduced  the  speaker  of  the  evening,  Mrs.  Cornelia  Bryce 
Pinchot,  whose  words  concluded  the  formal  program.  Instead  of  her  ex- 
pected speech,  dealing  with  Home  Economics,  Mrs.  Pinchot  surprised  and 
delighted  the  audience  with  scenes  of  still  life  and  motion  pictures,  taken 
during  the  South  Sea  Islands  cruise,  which  the  Pinchot  scientific  expedi- 
tion recently  made.  The  pictures,  both  of  the  still  and  moving  variety 
were  excellent  and  the  entertaining  and  humorous  comments  of  Mrs.  Pinchot 
added  to  the  pleasurable  occurrence.  The  presentation  of  the  pictures 
at  Indiana  was  the  first  time  that  they  had  been  shown  since  the  films 
were   developed.  ^ 

Following  this  lecture  the  pictures  of  the  dedication  of  the  Girl  s 
Dormitory  at  State  College  on  August  14  were  shown,  in  charge  of 
Mrs.  W.  D.  Phillips. 
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As  an  added  attraction  of  the  evening  and  as  a  complete  surprise  to 
the  audience  the  cast,  which  had  just  concluded  their  second  appearance  in 
"The  Womanless  Wedding,"  at  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  appeared 
and  gave  the  third  and  most  finished  production  of  the  humorous  skit  for 
the  edification  of  the  Grangers  and  their  guests.  The  applause  which 
greeted  the  production  and  the  merry  jingle  of  silver  in  the  receiving  hats 
at  the  close  of  the  performance,  attested  the  delight  of  the  audience,  who 
were  kept  in  their  seats  until  almost  midnight,  but  what  of  that?

the  State  Grange  may  be  increased.

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

As  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  exercise  a  general 
supervision  over  the  affairs  of  the  Order  during  the  interim  between 
sessions  of  State  Grange  and  as  our  resources  have  not  been  commensurate 
with  the  ever-increasing  demand  for  service  your  committee  has  been 
obliged  to  follow  a  very  conservative  business-like  policy. 

We  realize  that  unless  our  financial  resources  are  increased  some  of 
our  State  Grange  activities  must  be  curtailed  for  want  of  adequate  funds. 
More  members  must  be  secured  or  dues  must  be  raised  if  the  Grange  is 
to   continue   its   high   standard   of   service   in    Pennsylvania. 

In  January  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  in  Harrisburg 
where  plans  for  the  yearns  work  were  made.  At  this  meeting  John  H. 
Light  and  A.  H.  Fullerton  were  appointed  by  Worthy  Master  Dorsett  to 
represent  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  on  the  Joint  Electrification  Committee. 

Our  policy  of  paying  $20.00  for  organizing  a  new  Grange,  $10.00  for 
reorganizing  a  Grange  and  $5.00  for  organizing  a  Juvenile  Grange  was 
continued.  A  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  in  Harrisburg  May  10 
at  which  time  the  matter  of  Compensation  Insurance  was  taken  up  in  the 
hope  of  securing  a  worth  while  insurance  proposition  for  Pennsylvania 
patrons.  Worthy  Master  Dorsett  and  Secretary  Light  were  authorized  to 
continue  the  negotiations  with  the  Manufacturers  Mutual  Casualty  Com- 
pany of  Philadelphia  and  the  Pennsylvania  Threshermens  and  Farmers 
Mutual  Casualty   Insurance   Company  of  Harrisburg. 

As  the  Farm  Relief  situation  was  occupying  the  attention  of  the 
nation  at  that  time  our  Legislative  Agent  was  authorized  to  keep  in  touch 
with  legislative  affairs  in  Washington  and  wherever  possible  assist  in 
securing  a  square  deal  for  the  farmer. 

The  dedication  of  the  GirFs  Dormitory  at  State  College  was  author- 
ized to  be  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Middle  Atlantic  Conference 
August  14,  1929.  The  feasibility  of  changing  the  place  of  mailing  Grange 
News  from  Chambersburg  to  Harrisburg  and  placing  the  mailing  list  in 
stencil  form  was  referred  to  Secretary  Light  with  a  request  that  he  secure 
all  possible  data  and  report  at  our  next  meeting  which  was  held  at  State 
College  August  14.  After  a  very  careful  study  and  survey  as  to  the 
efficiency  and  cost  the  Committee  decided  unanimously  to  place  the  mailing 
list  of  Grange  News  in  stencil  form  and  transfer  the  mailing  list  from 
Chambersburg  to  Harrisburg  authorizing  Secretary  Light  to  execute  the 
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indicated  changes.  Our  Committee  then  met  in  joint  sessions  with  the 
Household  Economics  and  Dormitory  Committees  where  the  disposition 
of  the  fund  in  excess  of  the  stipulated  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
for  the  erection  of  the  Dormitory  was  discussed  and  it  was  mutually 
agreed  to  use  the  excess  amount  as  a  nucleus  in  establishing  a  Twenty- 
five  Hundred  Dollar  Fund  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  applied  on  a 
Pennsylvania  State  College  Scholarship  in  Home  Economics  for  a  Penn- 
sylvania girl  who  has  been  a  member  of  the  Grange  for  at  least  two  years. 
Further  details  to  be  arranged  by  the  Joint  Committees  and  the  College. 
On  August  15  the  Committee  met  at  the  home  of  Worthy  Master  Dorsett 
who  had  been  detained  by  illness.  After  signifying  his  approval  of  the 
action  of  the  Committee  at  State  College  the  location  of  a  site  for  the 
annual  meeting  was  discussed.  Invitations  were  extended  from  Pottsville, 
Indiana   and   New   Castle.     Indiana  was  selected. 

The  Committee  met  a  local  committee  of  patrons  at  Indiana  October  22 
when   final   arrangements   for   this   meeting   were   completed. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  a  continued  growth  of  business  in  our  Grange 
Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Companies.  We  would  urge  a  more  loyal  patronage 
of  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  as  well  as  of  our  Life  Insurance 
Company. 

Since  our  last  report  insurance  in  force  has  increased  more  than 
three  and  one-half  millions  of  dollars.  The  company  closes  the  year  with 
more  than  thirty-three  and  one-half  millions  of  dollars  insurance  in  force, 
with  assets  of  over  four  millions  of  dollars  and  a  proportionate  gain 
in  surplus. 

During  the  past  several  years,  under  its  contract  with  the  State  Grange 
of  Pennsylvania,  $22,407.64  has  been  paid  into  the  State  Grange  Treasury, 
and  in  addition  one  hundred  forty-nine  (149)  death  claims  to  the  amount 
of  $258,884  have  been   paid  on  the  lives  of  Pennsylvania   Policy   Holders. 

The  growth  of  the  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company  has 
been  characterized  by  a  spirit  of  progress.  It  furnishes  legal  reserve 
life  insurance  and  guaranteed  protection  at  a  fixed  low  net  cost.  This 
fine  life  company  and  outstanding  Grange  Cooperative  endeavor  merits 
the  firm  and  loyal  support  of  every  Granger. 

The  members  of  this  committee  can  see  no  reason  why  any  loyal 
Granger  should  go  outside  his  own  company  to  place  such  life  insurance 
protection  as  he,  or  members  of  his  family  may  need,  when  he  can  place 
such  protection  at  as  low  cost  in  the  Farmers  and  Traders  as  elsewhere. 
We  therefore  earnestly  recommend  that  members  of  the  Grange  who  are 
or  may  be  considering  life  insurance  during  the  coming  year  consult  a 
representative   of  our   company.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUSINESS  MANAGER  OF 

GRANGE  NEWS 

The  next  issue  of  Grange  News  and  all  subsequent  issues  will  be 
dated  from  Harrisburg,  as  your  publication  will  be  mailed  from  that  city 
instead  of  Chambersburg,  where  Editorial  Headquarters  are  maintained. 
This  means  that  all  communications  relating  to  the  literary  features  of 
Grange  News  should  be  sent  to  Harrisburg,  while  all  communications 
relating  to  advertising,  corrections  of  the  mailing  list,  obituary  notices. 
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order  for  patterns,  etc.,   should   be   sent  to   Chambersburg:   as   at   present. 

The  work  of  reconstructing  the  mailing  list  has  been  in  progress 
since  last  March,  and  this  has  involved  a  tremendous  lot  of  labor  and 
considerable  expense.  Our  Worthy  Master,  as  well  as  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, have  concluded  that  the  present  antiquated  method  of  mailing 
Grange  News  has  not  been  entirely  satisfactory,  and  beginning  with  the 
January  issue,  the  labels  which  have  been  pasted  at  random  on  each  copy, 
will  be  supplanted  by  a  system  known  as  an  addressograph,  each  name 
being  stamped  or  printed  on  the  margin  of  the  paper,  precluding  all  pos- 
sibility of  labels  dropping  off  or  adhering  to  the  next  copy  in  the  pile. 
This  is  a  decided  improvement,  and  I  feel  confident  it  will  be  appreciated 
by  all  patrons.  Furthermore,  the  rearrangement  of  the  list  and  a  deter- 
mination to  put  it  on  an  improved  basis  will  enable  us  to  rid  ourselves 
of  much  dead  wood,  so  to  speak.  During  the  past  we  were  constantly 
confronted  by  the  fact  of  members  dropping  out  and  no  word  sent  to  us; 
moving  to  another  state  and  no  word  of  the  change  from  the  Secretary 
to  us;  a  Grange  here  and  there  becoming  dormant,  and  the  State  Sec- 
retary or  business  manager  never  being  notified;  death  of  members  oc- 
curring and  no  message  from  their  home  reaching  us;  and  many  other 
discrepancies   too   numerous  to   mention. 

You  can  easily  realize  what  all  this  signifies  in  a  waste  of  paper, 
printing,  postage,  etc.  It  means  also  that  instead  of  nearly  fifty  thou- 
sand copies  being  mailed  each  month,  we  will  now  be  sending  out  some- 
thing over  forty  thousand — all  going  to  those  entitled  to  receive  the  papers 
and  to  none  others. 

While  the  new  machinery  installed  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
mailing  conditions  will  mean  much  to  keep  the  list  clean  and  correct,  it 
will  not  relieve  Secretaries  of  Subordinate  Granges  of  their  duties  in 
notifying  us  of  any   and   all   changes   necessary   in  order   to   avoid   error. 

From  a  financial  standpoint,  as  I  before  indicated.  Grange  News  is 
not  nor  ever  has  been  a  success,  as  revenue  derived  from  advertising 
fails  to  make  it  self-supporting.  I  may  also  be  permitted  to  say  that 
contributions  under  the  head  of  "Responds  to  Duty"  fell  off  considerably 
during  the  year.  I  never  knew  what  was  responsible  for  this  lack  of 
general  support  until  I  recently  heard,  much  to  my  amazement,  that  an 
impression  seems  to  prevail  that  the  thirteen  cents  indicated  on  the  receipt 
of  dues  traveled  the  course  intended,  that  is,  turned  over  to  the  publishing 
fund  of  Grange  News;  but  it  happens  that  this  is  in  theory  only.  If 
every  Grange  met  this  obligation  and  the  contract  carried  out,  red  figures 
in  all  our  bookkeeping  would  be  unknown.  All  organizations  make  it  a 
rule  to  set  aside  a  fund  for  expenses  incurred  in  publishing  their  official 
organs  and  if  such  was  the  rule  concerning  Grange  News,  the  word  deficit 
would  have  no  place  in  the  State  Grange  vocabulary. 

As  to  the  progress  of  Grange  Nevjs  from  a  standpoint  of  contents, 
there  is  but  little  to  report,  suffice  it  to  say,  however,  that  I  feel  justified 
in  maintaining  that  the  matter  appearing  in  its  columns  has  met  with  the 
approval  of  its  readers,  judging  from  the  expressions  that  reached  us  at 
various  times  during  the  year.  One  somewhat  deplorable  fact  is  the  size 
of  Grange  News.  I  am  confident  that  more  pages  and  at  the  same  time 
a  better  quality  of  paper  would  make  a  more  imposing  impression,  both 
to  our  readers  and  to  those  who  desire  to  buy  space  for  advertising.  Of 
course,  I  realize  that  all  these  factors  may  spell  a  greater  expense,  and 
as  Grange  News  is  not  yet  an  asset  financially,  we  seem  to  be  obliged  to 
move  slowly,  especially  as  many  advertisers  are  trying  to  make  us  believe 
that  they  are  not  getting  those  results  that  our  readers  should  give  them. 

If  only  one  thousand  readers  each  month  would  show  sufficient  interest 
in  our  advertising  columns  to  write  to  advertisers  it  would  not  be  many 
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months  before  Brother  Willits  would  be  clipping  coupons  instead  of  writ- 
ing checks  to  meet  deficits. 

It  devolves  upon  our  Worthy  Master  to  supply  the  heavy  and  pro- 
found features,  and  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  bad  condition  of 
his  health,  we  wonder  how  he  was  able  to  carry  on  and  conduct  so  suc- 
cessfully his  departments  in  Grange  News. 

Upon  the  shoulders  of  our  Worthy  Lecturer,  Bro.  Eisaman,  falls  the 
job  of  imparting  pep  into  his  Department.  It  seems  as  if  Howard  never 
loses  his  optimism.  It  is  a  very  encouraging  and  stimulating  trait.  The 
Committee  of  Household  Economics,  consisting  of  Mrs.  Louis  Piolett,  Mrs. 
W.  D.  Phillips,  Mrs.  Clara  Dewey,  Mrs.  L.  R.  Ruppin,  Mrs.  Charlotte  Ray, 
assisted  by  Dr.  Hannah  McK.  Lyons,  looked  after  the  Departments  that 
appeal  especially  to  our  women  folks,  and  in  order  to  do  this  work  satis- 
factorily have  been  busy  securing  topics  of  interest;  I  regret  to  say, 
however,  that  Sister  Piolett  was  for  some  time  unable  to  contribute  as 
much  to  this  feature  as  she  desired  owing  to  illness. 

And  then  there  is  our  Managing  Editor,  our  Worthy  State  Secretary, 
who  rivets  his  attention  upon  what  might  be  called  the  sober  fundamentals, 
requiring  the  assembling  and  selecting  of  material  which  in  his  judgment 
should  find  a  place  in  a  Grange  paper,  and  let  me  say,  this  is  no  easy  task. 

It  frequently  happens,  and  this  is  the  experience  of  all  publishers, 
more  matter  is  occasionally  sent  in  and  more  matter  available  than  can 
be  used,  due  to  the  lack  of  space,  and  this  is  often  a  serious  handicap. 

If  I  was  not  too  modest  I  would  say  that  it  falls  to  my  lot  to  solicit 
advertisements,  correct  the  mailing  list,  filling  orders  for  patterns,  accept 
resolutions  of  condolence  and  endeavor  to  be  peacemaker  when  troubles 
arise  and  the  man  to  take  all  the  knocks  with  a  pleasant  and  benevolent 

smile.

THE  MEMORIAL  SERVICE 

The  Annual  Memorial  Service  was  held  at  11  A.  M.,  conducted  by  the 
Worthy  Chaplain,  W.  D.  Keemer,  assisted  by  Past  Chaplain  Rev.  J.  I. 
Steffy  and  Rev.  D.  T.  Thomas.  A  moment  of  silent  prayer,  singing  "Nearer 
My  God  To  Thee"  and  reading  the  90th  Psalm,  preceded  fitting  remarks 
by  the  Chaplain  and  the  laying  of  flowers  upon  the  altar  in  memory  of  the 
following  departed  State  Officers:  James  G.  McSparran,  0.  D.  Stark, 
Velma  West,  Helen  Johnson,  J.  P.  Gifford  and  Mary  D.  Howden.  Louis 
Piolett,  Bradford,  W.  F.  Hill,  Huntingdon,  E.  B.  Dorsett,  all  spoke  in 
memory  of  the  departed.  Both  Brothers  Piolett  and  Hill  paid  especial 
respect  to  the  activity  of  Past  Overseer  James  G.  McSparran  and  very 
fitting  tributes  to  all  the  above  named.  The  Worthy  Master  paid  especial 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  O.  D.  Stark,  lately  a  member  of  the  Legislative 
Committee. 

JAMES   0.  McSPARRAN 

James  G.  McSparran  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Drumore  Township,  Lan- 
caster County,  85  years  ago.  His  life  was  spent  on  the  farm  and  he 
became  a  member  of  Fulton  Grange  57  years  ago,  as  a  charter  member 
when  it  was  organized.  Suitable  resolutions  upon  his  death  were  passed 
at  the  meeting  of  Fulton  on  February  12  and  the  charter  was  ordered 
draped.     He  was  the  oldest  living  charter  member. 

His  activities  in  the  Grange  extended  to  State  and  National  work. 
He  was  Overseer  of  the  State  Grange  from  1882  to  1888  and  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Legislative  Committee  for  a  period  of  years.  During  these 
years  he  was  noted  for  his  positive  stand  on  the  needs  of  agriculture  and 
to  the  end  he  remained  steadfast  in  his  belief  in  and  loyalty  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Order. 

He  served  as  a  member  of  the  Rural  Credit  Commission  and  was  sent 
to  Europe  by  the  United  States  Government  to  study  European  agricultural 
conditions.  He  was  active  in  other  lines  of  activity  and  at  the  time  of 
his  death  served  as  director  of  the  Quarryville  National  Bank  and  the 
Union  Trust  Company  of  Lancaster.  He  is  survived  by  four  children, 
Isabelle  McSparran,  Erie,  Pa.;  Mrs.  J.  M.  Wade,  Lancaster;  James  0. 
McSparran,  Port  Blakely,  Wash.;    and  John  A.  McSparran,  Furniss,  Pa. 

MARY   D.   HOWDEN 

On  February  12,  Mary  D.  Howden,  seventy-two  vears  of  age,  passed 
to  the  Great  Beyond,  at  the  family  home  in  Olean,  N.  Y. 

Mrs.  Howden  was  born  at  Portville,  N.  Y.,  May  11,  1857,  a  daughter 
of  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Armstrong.  In  1876  she  married  L.  W. 
Howden,  one  of  the  early  County  Deputies  of  McKean  County  Pomona 
Grange.  Later  they  moved  to  Coryville  where  Mrs.  Howden  served  as 
Secretary  and  Lecturer  of  Coryville  Grange,  No.   1212. 

When  the  McKean  County  Pomona  Grange  was  organized  Mrs.  Howden 
was  a  charter  member  and  later  served  as  Secretary  and  Lecturer.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  GOOD  OF  THE  ORDER 

In  presenting  a  report  on  the  good  of  the  order  your  committee  wishes 
first  to  lay  down  the  fundamental  proposition  that  if  anything  is  to  be 
accomplished  for  the  good  of  the  order  the  order  itself  must  be  good  for 
something.  It  must  render  some  real  service,  not  only  to  its  own  mem- 
bers, but  to  those  outside,  as  well  as  to  the  communities  in  which  it  is 
located.  If  it  fails  to  render  such  service  there  is  no  good  reason  for  its 
existence,  and  effort  for  its  well-being   is  not  well  expended. 

This  proposition  being  granted,  it  follows  in  logical  sequence  that 
the  better  the  service  the  better  the  good  for  the  order  itself.  This 
report,  therefore,  will  concern  itself  with  possible  suggestions  for  better 
service.  In  doing  this  your  committee  occupies  no  pinnacle  of  authority 
and  hands  down  no  dictum  of  duty.  It  merely  wishes  to  suggest  some 
things  which  it  feels  may  help,  under  varying  conditions,  to  make  the 
Grange  more  valuable.  In  doing  this  it  in  no  sense  forgets  nor  fails  to 
appreciate  the  many  fine  things  which  already  have  been  and  are  still 
being  accomplished.  It  merely  wishes  to  add  its  bit  to  the  momentum  of 
the  great  movements  already  in  full  swing. 

Local  or  Community  Service 

Grange  service  naturally  groups  itself  under  two  general  heads,  local 
or  community  service,  and  service  to  the  state  and  nation.  Between  these 
no  sharp  dividing  line  can  be  drawn,  but  roughly  speaking  the  first  may 
be  said  to  fall  to  the  lot  of  the  Subordinate  Granges  and  the  latter  to 
the  broader  work  of  the  organization  as  a  whole. 

The  service  of  the  individual  Grange  must  vary  widely  with  conditions 
and  surroundings.     Probably  in  no  case  is  the  best  service  of  today  the 
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same  as  that  of  twenty-five  years  ago.  Formerly  its  mission  as  a  social 
center  held  high  rank.  Today,  autos,  telephones,  radios,  enlarged  school 
activities  and  countless  other  things  have  usurped  much  of  the  prestige 
formerly  held  by  the  Grange  in  this  field.  We  sometimes  feel  that  this 
Service  is  ended.  Yet,  after  all,  is  there  not  still  a  place  for  just  the 
informal  getting  together  of  neighbors  and  friends,  merely  to  chat  and 
have  a  good  time?  There  are  worth-while  folks  on  the  farms  and  in  the 
homes  right  about  us,  if  we  will  only  come  into  contact  with  them.  We 
have  lost  something  worth  while  in  allowing  the  old-time  spirit  of  neigh- 
borliness  to  disappear.  The  Grange  that  can  foster  this  spirit  has  a  real 
service  to  perform.  This,  in  turn,  will  help  to  develop  a  better  and  more 
loyal  community  spirit. 

Grange  meetings  need  to  be  entertaining,  otherwise  members  will  not 
come.  We  all  enjoy  good  times  and  most  of  us  need  more  of  them.  Let 
us  not  be   afraid  of  clean,  friendly   and   refreshing   amusement. 

With  all  the  educational  activities  which  surround  us  we  may  feel 
that  there  is  nothing  left  for  the  Grange  in  this  field.  But  of  the  count- 
less items  of  interesting  information  floating  through  the  air  and  over  the 
press  no  one  of  us  can  hope  to  catch  more  than  a  minute  fraction.  A 
brief  period  where  members  would  present  things  which  have  proved  of 
special   interest   to   them   should   be   valuable   in   many   Grange   meetings. 

Perhaps  the  highest  motive  which  a  Grange  meeting  may  have  is  the 
inspirational.  It  is  seldom  the  good  times  we  have,  the  actual  information 
we  may  get,  or  the  work  we  do,  that  counts  for  most  in  an  organization 
or  in  our  lives.  More  often  it  lies  in  some  inspiration  we  receive,  enabling 
us  to  grasp  with  new  courage  the  problem  which  faces  us,  or  opening  to 
our  minds  new  vistas  of  love  and  beauty,  purer  and  nobler  ideals  of  life 
and  of  service.  This  does  not  mean  that  the  program  should  become  a 
sermon,  but  that  here  and  there,  when  appropriate  and  timely,  there 
should  come  spotlight  beams  flashed  upon  the  true,  the  noble,  and  the  pure. 

In  all  these  things  let  there  be  teamwork.  Nothing  contributes  to 
success  more  than  working  together.  Better  that  the  object  be  a  worthy 
one  of  course,  but  even  if  the  goal  itself  is  of  little  import  the  mere 
fact  of  working  together  incites  interest  and  develops  a  feeling  of  friend- 
liness, zeal  and  unity  of  purpose. 

And  withal,  do  not  hesitate  to  use  outside  help.  The  Grange  may  well 
lead  in  many  things  of  community  well-being  and  betterment,  but  the 
more  people  outside  its  membership  who  can  be  induced  to  lend  a  hand 
in  its  undertakings,  the  better  will  be  its  standing  and  the  larger  is  its 
membership  likely  to  become.  No  fear  of  lost  glory  should  deter  us  from 
asking  or  from  giving  aid  in  any  really  worth  while  undertaking. 

Service  to  State  and  Nation 

When  we  consider  the  many  important  movements  in  public  affairs 
sponsored  by  and  brought  to  fruition  by  the  Grange  it  may  seem  unwise 
to  suggest  further  problems.  But  upon  the  busiest  workers  the  most 
numerous  tasks  are  sure  to  devolve.     Hence  a  few  may  be  cited. 

Among  these  may  be  mentioned  two  within  its  own  organization. 
The  first  of  these  is  greater  economy  of  management.  The  State  Grange 
treasury  is  reported  to  be  dwindling  and  calls  are  being  issued  for  more 
revenue.  To  secure  it  an  increase  of  dues  is  suggested.  Whether  this 
would  accomplish  the  result  is  problematical,  for  it  would  undoubtedly 
decrease  membership.  In  this  connection  it  is  well  to  remember  that  the 
Grange  is  a  family  organization  rather  than  one  which  takes  but  a  single 
member  of  the  family.  Herein  lies  an  important  distinction.  Why  not 
face  the  problem  from  the  opposite  angle,  as  we  on  the  farms  must 
often  do?     We  frequently  do  without  many  things  we  should  like  to  have, 
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cherishing  the  hope  that  some  day  we  may  get  them.  This  is  not  criticism. 
The  money  has  doubtless  been  well  spent  in  most  cases,  but  necessity 
demands   curtailment   of   even   desirable   and   wise   expenditures   at  times. 

The  other  inside  feature  which  your  committee  wishes  to  emphasize- 
is  the  harm  which  comes  to  the  order  by  personal  controversies  and 
strenuous  seeking  for  places  of  rank  and  influence.  That  the  temptation 
is  great  must  be  granted,  for  it  may  well  be  considered  a  much  coveted 
honor  to  hold  such  positions.  Yet  the  scramble  to  secure  them  too  often 
in  evidence  can  only  lessen  the  influence  of  the  organization  as  a  whole. 

Among  the  things  outside  the  organization  which  may  well  receive 
attention  it  will  sufl[ice  to  mention  two  or  three  which  are  typical.  Our 
nation  has  grown  so  fast  and  become  so  prosperous  that  our  political  and 
economic  structure  is  badly  out  of  balance  in  many  parts.  Problems  have 
arisen  faster  than  we  have  learned  to   solve  them. 

One  of  the  unpleasant  tendencies  which  has  developed  with  amazing 
strides  is  the  public  interference  with  private  affairs.  One  can  now 
scarcely  keep  a  cow  or  a  pig,  empty  a  slop  bucket,  or  grow  a  plant  or  a 
crop,  without  some  young  "Snoup  Hound,"  as  some  one  has  termed  them, 
being  on  hand  to  exhibit  authority  and  direct  the  procedure.  Much  such 
supervision  is  wise  and  for  the  good  of  society  as  a  whole,  but  much  of 
it  is  useless  and  irritating.  We  are  frowning  upon  initiative  and  inde- 
pendence and  magnifying  centralized  authority  in  too  many  affairs.  Our 
order  may  well  continue  and  increase  its  efforts  to  stem  this  tide.  We 
are  paying  too  many  minor  officials  for  making  themselves  a  general 
nuisance.  Farmers  are  not  alone  in  this,  for  it  extends  to  all  walks 
of  life. 

Many  of  our  automobile  rules  and  restrictions  need  modification  and 
improvement.  This  is  not  surprising  for  machines  and  traffic  have  in- 
creased so  rapidly  that  of  necessity  many  things  cannot  as  yet  be  well 
regulated.  But  if  reports  are  true,  fines  and  restrictions  are  at  times 
imposed  for  technical  failure  to  carry  out  the  strict  letter  of  the  law 
when  its  spirit  has  been  obeyed  in  full.  Should  there  not  be  some  simple 
court  of  appeal  where  the  rights  of  the  public  as  well  as  the  ideas  of 
the  highway  department  and  the  magistrate  looking  for  fees  might  re- 
ceive consideration.  Oflficials  are  doubtless  usually  in  the  right,  but  if 
not  their  will  or  whim  should  not  be  absolute. 

There  are  glaring  financial  injustices  in  the  present  system  which 
should  be  remedied.  A  farmer  may  pay  a  local  road  tax  amounting  to 
from  fifty  cents  to  one  dollar  for  every  mile  he  drives  his  team  on  the 
public  roads.  His  car  may  be  used  only  at  intervals  and  run  not  over 
one  or  two  thousand  miles  a  year.  Another  man  may  pay  little  or  nothing 
toward  local  highways,  and  drive  his  car  ten  times  as  far  as  the  farmer 
drives  his.  Yet  both  pay  the  same  license  fee.  License  fees  should  be 
radically  reduced  and  the  burden  apportioned  to  the  service  received. 

That  our  present  tax  system  is  radically  out  of  joint  is  a  very  trite 
saying.  In  the  days  of  our  forefathers  a  property  tax  may  have  been 
the  most  equitable  means  of  providing  for  public  expenditures,  but  that 
day  has  long  since  passed.  We  no  longer  use  the  ox-cart,  the  scythe  and 
the  cradle  in  our  fields,  but  we  have  never  emerged  from  that  age  in 
some  other  activities.  In  no  field,  unless  perchance  in  our  methods  of 
legal  procedure,  is  this  so  self-evident,  so  absurd  and  so  unjust,  as  in 
our  methods  of  taxation.  The  Grange  should  never  rest  upon  its  oars 
until  taxation  levied  upon  property  is  absolutely  wiped  from  the  slate 
and  is  replaced  by  that  levied  upon  income,  which  is  the  only  true  measure 
of  the  ability  to  pay.  This,  in  turn,  may  demand  modification  in  pro- 
portion  to   benefits   received. 
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As  before  stated,  these  are  but  typical  problems.  The  list  might  be 
greatly  extended  did  time  and  space  permit.  We  sadly  need  community 
hospitals,  physicians  and  nurses,  where  children  may  be  born,  medical 
examinations  and  advice  secured,  and  ordinary  ailments  treated  without 
the   participants   being   subjected   to   the   virtual    robbery   now   in   vogue. 

In  closing,  your  committee  wishes  to  again  emphasize  the  importance 
and  value  of  teamwork  in  these  fields  of  larger  activities.  It  will  be 
noted  that  all  the  public  problems  cited  are  those  which  affect  the  busi- 
ness man  and  urban  resident  as  well  as  the  farmer.  They  are  not  farm 
problems  alone;  they  are  problems  of  general  public  welfare,  and  they 
need  concerted  action.  No  one  group  can  hope  to  solve  them  alone.  The 
Grange  should  work  hand  in  hand  with  every  organization  that  can  be 
reached.  It  should  embrace  every  opportunity  to  present  its  point  of 
view  to  those  engaged  in  other  fields  of  activity.  It  should  be  equally 
ready  and  eager  to  secure  and  to  consider  the  views  of  others.  To  this 
end  we  believe  that  it  would  be  wise  and  profitable  to  invite  men  of 
standing  and  integrity  from  other  callings  to  appear  before  the  State 
Grange  and  present  their  views  on  problems  of  this  nature.  Mutual 
understanding  and  cooperation  will  accomplish  far  more  than  the  efforts 
of  any  single  organization. 

In  view  of  these  facts  your  committee  desires  to  make  one  specific 
recommendation,  viz.,  that  the  State  Grange  either  appoint  a  special  com- 
mittee or  authorize  some  committee  already  in  existence  to  foster  closer 
cooperation  with  such  organizations  as  chambers  of  commerce,  business 
men's  clubs,  rotarians  and  others  representing  different  walks  of  life,  in 
order  that  a  better  understanding  of  each  others'  problems  may  result, 
and  greater  progress  be  made  in  bringing  about  desired  ends.  We  recom- 
mend that  a  modest  amount  of  funds  be  allowed  for  the  payment  of  ex- 
penses incurred  in  furnishing  speakers  and  carrying  on  correspondence 
in  this  connection.

REPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION 

AND  BY-LAWS 

The  following  Resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Committee: 

RESOLUTION   NO.    1 

Whereas,  The  collection  of  dues  in  the  Subordinate  Granges  is  one 
of  their  greatest  problems  and  indirectly,  the  cause  of  great  loss  in  mem- 
bership, for  delinquents  must  eventually  be  dropped; 

Therefore,  We  petition  National  Grange  to  correct  this  evil  by  mak- 
ing the  following  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws:  That  Article  8, 
Section  1,  reading  thus — "The  minimum  of  quarterly  dues  in  a  Subordinate 
Grange  shall  be  30c  from  each  member  and  each  Grange  may  otherwise 
regulate  its  own  dues;  provided,  however,  that  a  State  Grange  may  in- 
crease the  minimum  Subordinate  Grange  dues  for  the  purpose  of  financing 
Pomona  Granges  and  for  other  purposes,"  etc.,  be  changed  to  read— "The 
minimum  of  regular  YEARLY  dues  in  a  Subordinate  Grange  shall  be 
$1.20  from  each  member  and  shall  be  PAID  IN  ADVANCE:*  The  re- 
mainder of  the  Section  to  be  unchanged. 

We  also  petition  that  Section  66,  Page  65  in  the  Digest  under  Sub- 
ordinate Granges  reading  "No  member  of  a  Subordinate  Grange  shall 
receive  the  Annual  Word  who  is  not  clear  on  the  books  of  his  Grange  at 
the  COMMENCEMENT  of  the  current  year"— be  changed  to  read—"No 
member  of  a  Subordinate  Grange  shall  receive  the  Annual  Word  who  is 
not  clear  on  the  books  of  his  Grange  to  the  END  of  the  current  year,  but 
last  year's  Annual  be  accepted  during  the  first  Quarter." 

Approved  by  Pomona  No.  3  of  Chester  and  Delaware  Counties.

Inasmuch   as   each    Subordinate   Grange   may   incorporate   in    its    By- 
Laws  provision  for  payment  of  dues  in  advance,  the  objections  referred 
to  m  the  Resolution  may  be  overcome   in   localities  that  wish   to   do   so 
It  would  be  unwise  to  pass  this  Resolution  at  this  time.     It  is  therefore 
not  approved.

Whereas,  At  the  present  time  the  income  of  these  Granges  is  in- 
sufficient to  properly  conduct  them  in  a  business-like  way,  and  in  a  satis- 
factory manner,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  dues  of  the  Subordinate  Granges  be  increased 
from  $1.50  to  $1.60  per  year,  said  increase  to  go  to  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Pomona  Grange  instruct  its  delegates  to  vote  in 
iavor  of  this  resolution  at  the   State  Meeting  in   December.

The  Committee's  action  was  not  sustained  on  the  first  vote  but  upon 
reconsideration  the  delegates  approved  the  action  of  the  Committee  and 
lequested  a  report  of  the  intended  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws.     The   report   of   the   Committee   on   the   necessary   changes   was   as 

follows : 

Resolved,  That  Article  X,  Constitution  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange 
be  and  is  hereby  amended,  as  follows:  Resolved,  That  the  present  Sec- 
tion 2  shall  be   designated   as   Section   3. 

Resolved,  That  there  be  inserted  a  new  section,  designated  as  Section  2. 
The  Secretary  of  each  Subordinate  Grange  shall  remit  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  State  Grange,  the  sum  of  sixteen  and  one-half  cents  per  member. 

Resolved,  That  Section  1,  Article  X,  be  stricken  out  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof,  The  minimum  quarterly  dues  shall  be  forty  cents  per  quarter, 
and  each  Grange  may  otherwise  regulate  its  own  dues.  On  and  after 
December  31,  1930,  the  dues  shall  be  paid  annually  in  advance.

REPORT  OF  THE  INSURANCE  COMMITTEE 

FIRE    INSURANCE 

Insurance  in  force  in  24  companies  totals  $140,000,000.  This  amount 
represents  a  net  gain  for  the  past  three  years  of  $22,000,000.  Grange 
Mutual  Fire  Insurance  is  especially  important  in  that  it  brings  new  mem- 
bers into  the  order,  and  since  every  policyholder  is  a  member  of  the 
company,  your  committee  recommends  that  each  policyholder  use  his  in- 
fluence  in   building  up   his   own   company   and   organization. 

The  practice  of  reinsuring  with  adjoining  Grange  companies  has  been 
found  most  satisfactory  in  taking  care  of  additional  limits  on  a  safe 
and  sound  basis. 
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Your  committee  especially  calls  your  attention  to  the  low  cost  of 
Grange  Fire  Insurance,  and  urges  every  member  to  take  advantage  of  the 
saving  thus  offered  and  at  the  same  time  further  the  remarkable  growth 
in  business. 

CASUALTY  INSURANCE 

The  National  Grange  Automobile  Insurance  Company  is  making  plans 
to  write  coverage  on  the  cars  of  Grangers  during  the  coming  year.  Nego- 
tiations are  under  way  to  make  a  contract  with  the  Pennsylvania  Thresher- 
men  and  Farmers'  Mutual  Casualty  Insurance  Company  to  write  public 
liability,   property   damage,   and   compensation   insurance. 

Past  experience  has  shown  that  unless  the  Patrons  give  their  support 
to  this  cooperative  enterprise,  it  is  impossible  for  the  company  to  write 
the  coverage  except  at  a  loss  with  the  result  that  the  Grange  has  been 
without  compensation  and  liability  insurance  for  over  a  year. 

The  increasing  number  of  automobiles,  the  resulting  accidents  causing 
damage  to  property  and  injury  to  persons  for  which  the  car  owner  is 
liable,  makes  it  almost  imperative  to  carry  property  damage  and  public 
liability  coverage.  It  is  equally  important  as  a  matter  of  sound  business 
practice  for  every  farmer  to  carry  adequate  Workmen's  Compensation 
insurance.  Your  committee  therefor  recommends  the  early  completion  of 
a  contract  with  a  reliable  company  to  write  these  forms  of  coverage  for 
Patrons  at  advantageous  rates,  and  earnestly  hopes  that  every  Patron 
will  support  this  important  Grange  enterprise  to  the  mutual  benefit  and 
satisfaction  of  the  contracting  parties. 

Our  Life  Insurance  Company  will  close  the  year  with  more  than 
$33,500,000  insurance  in  force,  as  compared  with  $30,500,000  in  force  at 
the  close  of  1928,  a  gain  of  over  $3,500,000  for  the  year.  Since  our  last 
report  assets  have  increased  to  more  than  $4,000,000  with  a  substantial 
gain   in  surplus. 

One  hundred  and  forty-nine  death  claims  amounting  to  $258,884  have 
been  paid  on  the  lives  of  Pennsylvania  farmers  during  the  past  several 
years.  This  money  has  all  gone  back  into  the  communities  from  which  the 
premiums  were  derived,  providing  in  many  instances,  food,  shelter,  clothing 
and  education  for  children  who  otherwise  would  have  been  left  unprovided 
for.  In  addition  $22,407.64  has  been  paid  into  the  State  Grange  Treasury 
under  the  contract   with   the   Pennsylvania   State   Grange.

With  its  modern  policy  contracts  unsurpassed 
in  liberality,  your  committee  can  see  no  reason  why  Grangers  should  go 
elsewhere  to  place  their  life  insurance  protection  and  we  most  earnestly 
recommend  that  Grangers,  when  purchasing  life  insurance,  patronize  their 
own  company.

Not  all  of  the  commodities  on  our  list  show  increases  but  we  do  have 
three  outstanding  subjects  in  Fence,  Seed  and  Silos.  Fertilizers  total 
about  the  same  as  last  season  but  we  have  shipped  more  carloads  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE  1929 

IN    MEMORIAM 

At  the  outset  of  our  report  this  year  we  deem  it  only  fitting  and 
proper  that  we  should  pause  in  memory  and  in  appreciation  of  our  Worthy 
Brother  and  Co-Member,  Honorable  O.  D.  Stark  of  Wyoming  County,  whom 
death  has  removed  from  our  ranks  since  last  we  met.  As  a  member  of 
the  General  Assembly  Brother  Stark  unhesitatingly  and  unflinchingly 
championed  the  cause  of  the  rural  people  of  Pennsylvania.  As  a  member 
of  this  Legislative  Committee  he  was  very  faithful  and  loyal  to  the  prin- 
ciples and  policies  of  this  State  Grange.  And  the  degree  of  success  that 
may  have  been  ours  was  due  very  largely  to  the  wise  counsel  and  advice 
which  was  freely  and  graciously  given  to  us  by  Brother  Stark. 

With  the  passing  of  Brother  Stark,  this  Legislative  Committee  and  this 
State  Grange  has  lost  an  ardent  and  courageous  friend  and  coworker. 
We  shall  ever  revere  and  cherish  the  memories  of  our  pleasant  associa- 
tions with  him  in  our  deliberations  as  a  legislative  committee. 

Activities 

Once  again  it  becomes  the  privilege  of  the  Legislative  Committee  to 
recount  for  your  consideration  the  activities  of  the  Committee  since  our 
meeting  of  a  year  ago.  While  the  1929  session  of  the  General  Assembly 
was  marked  by  supreme  control  of  administration  leaders  and  dominated 
more  or  less  by  the  manufacturing  interests  of  this  state,  nevertheless,  it 
is  generally  conceded  by  thoughtful  persons,  that  more  legislation  beneficial 
to  agriculture  emanated  from  this  session  of  Legislature  than  from  any 
session  in  recent  years. 

Township  Roads 

A  consistent  and  determined  effort  was  made  by  the  Grange,  cooper- 
ating with  other  rural  organizations  to  secure  one  cent  of  the  gasoline 
tax  for  the  payment  of  claims  on  the  Township  reward  plan.  This  effort 
received  only  in  partial  success,  and  though  we  did  not  secure  the  one 
cent  asked  for,  we  did  receive  an  appropriation  of  Six  Million  Dollars 
which  is  by  far  the  largest  appropriation  ever  received  for  the  Township 
roads  in  Pennsylvania. 

Eradication  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis 

In  accordance  with  your  instruction,  your  Committee  was  active  and 
alert  in  the  defense  of  an  adequate  appropriation  for  the  payment  of 
indemnity  claims  of  the  livestock  growers  of  this  State  in  their  efforts  to 
eradicate  Bovine  Tuberculosis,  for  this  purpose  the  substantial  sum  of 
Three  Million  Dollars  was  appropriated  which  is  also  a  material  increase 
over  past  appropriations. 

Farm  Show  Building 

Your  Committee  was  happy  in  the  opportunity  of  joining  forces  with 
other  farm  organizations  in  supporting  the  demand  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  for  the  erection  of  a  Farm  Show  Building,  adequate  to  house 
the  exhibits  of  the  annual  Farm  Show,  which  is  more  and  more  meeting 
with  the  favor  of  our  people.  This  coordinated  effort  coupled  as  it  was 
with  the  whole-hearted  support  of  our  Governor  resulted  in  securing  an 
appropriation  of  One  Million  Three  Hundred  and  Forty  Thousand  Dollars 
for  this  purpose.  The  building  is  now  under  construction  and  when  com- 
pleted will  constitute  one  of  the  finest  buildings  of  this  kind  in  the  world. 
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Pennsylvania  State  College 

As  has  been  the  policy  of  this  Grange  for  many  years  every  support 
was  given  to  the  demands  of  State  College  for  an  appropriation  sufficiently 
large  to  provide  for  its  proper  expansion  and  development.  The  results 
in  this  connection  were  very  satisfactory,  the  College  having  fared  better 
at  the  hands  of  this  Legislature  than  at  the  hands  of  any  previous  one. 
The  appropriation  that  passed  both  houses  and  that  met  with  the  approval 
of  the  Chief  Executive  amounted  to  Six  Million  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty- 
one  Thousand  Dollars.  The  Legislative  Committee  supported  the  following 
legislation. 

1.  Manufacturer's  tax  bill. 

2.  Exemption  from  taxation  of  all  gasoline  used  for  purposes  other 
than  transportation. 

3.  All  County  and  Tov/nship  bridges  on  the  primary  road  system  to 
be  taken  over  by  the   State. 

4.  Calling   of   Constitutional    Convention. 

5.  Graduated  income  tax  bill. 

6.  Stream  pollution  bill. 

7.  Education  bill,  calling  for  a  larger  State  appropriation  for  third 
and  fourth  class  school  districts. 

The  following  legislation  was  opposed  by  the  Committee: 

1.  Bill  to  amend  Sunday  laws. 

2.  The  Repeal  of  Anthracite  coal  tax. 

3.  The  increase  of  driver's  license  fees,  learner's  permit  fee  and  in- 
crease in  license  fee  for  light  trucks  and  pleasure  cars. 

4.  An  Assessor  bill  which  provided  for  appointment  of  assessors  by 
the  County  Commissioners  and  the  Court. 

5.  Compulsory  auto  insurance. 

6.  Bill  to  revert  25  per  cent  of  the  gasoline  tax  to  district  in  which 
it  was  sold. 

7.  Bill  to  return  one-half  of  motor  vehicle  fee  to  first  class  counties. 

8.  The  reinstatement  of  taxes  upon  horses  and  cattle. 

9.  The  farm  occupational  tax  bill. 

10.  Licensing  of  Casualty  Insurance  Agents. 

This  action  we  believe  to  be  in  accord  with  Grange  policies,  and  in 
the  interests  of  the  agricultural  industries  of  this  State.  With  you  we 
are  indeed  happy  in  the  knowledge  that  during  the  past  year  considerable 
progress  has  been  made  in  securing  legislation  beneficial  to  the  agricul- 
tural industry  and  to  rural  life,  yet  we  are  not  unmindful  of  the 
fact  that  much  remains  to  be  accomplished  before  agriculture  will  have 
been  placed  on  a  sound  legislative  and  economic  basis  with  the  other  great 
industries  of  our  State  and  nation. 

We  therefore  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  Legislative 
recommendations. 

National  Affairs 

Concurring  with  the  action  of  the  National  Grange  we  demand: 

1.  The  distribution  of  a  portion  of  the  Federal  income  tax  to  rural 
districts,  especially  for  aid  of  schools  and  roads. 

2.  Insistence  upon  such  changes  in  the  tariff  program  now  under  dis- 
cussion as  will  guarantee  the  farmer  an  equal  share  with  industry  in  the 
benefits  of  the  protective  system;  reiteration  of  the  Grange  belief  that 
complete  tariff  equality  for  the  farmer  is  impossible  except  by  the  adoption 
of  the  Export  Debenture  Plan,  or  similar  provision,  which  the  Grange 
pledges  itself  to  uncompromisingly  strive  for. 
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3.  Transfer  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  from  the  Department  of  In- 
terior to  the  Department  of  Agriculture;  open  up  no  more  irrigation  or 
reclamation  projects  until  there  is  no  longer  an  agricultural  surplus  such 
as  has  produced  the  recent  farm  depression. 

4.  Increased  Federal  aid  for  strictly  rural  roads,  especially  those  used 
as  R.   F.   D.  routes. 

5.  Increased   Federal  appropriations  for  agricultural  research. 

6.  Making  the  purchaser  of  bootleg  liquor  equally  guilty  with  the 
seller. 

7.  Entrance  of  the  United  States  into  the  World  Court  under  proper 
protective  reservations. 

8.  Support  of  the  Owen  D.  Young  Reparation  Agreement  and  United 
States  participation  in  all  sound  compacts  for  the  limitation  of  armaments. 

We  again  reiterate  our  opposition  to  the  formation  of  a  National 
Department  of  Education.  While  this  proposal  is  shrouded  in  the  guise 
of  economy  and  equalization  of  opportunity  we  still  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  creation  of  such  a  department  would  but  add  to  the  already  over- 
burdensome  bureaucracy  of  our  Federal  government,  and  would  create 
another  centralized  agency  and  power.  Thus  striking  further  at  the  roots 
of  self  government.  We  would  urge  that  every  Subordinate  and  Pomona 
Grange  inform  their  Representative  in  Congress  of  their  opposition  to 
this  proposed  encroachment  upon  the  rights  of  a  free  and  self-governing 
people. 

State  Affairs 

Though  no  session  of  the  General  Assembly  will  be  held  until  1931 
yet  we  deem  it  wise  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  legislative 
matters  that  should  receive  your  consideration  and  approval  preparatory 
to  the  presentation  of  same  at  the  next  session  of  Legislature.  Reaffirming 
our  belief  that  all  interests  in  this  great  Commonwealth  should  bear  their 
proportionate  share  of  the  tax  obligation,  we  again  demand  that  legislation 
be  enacted  which  will  place  a  State  Tax  on  the  capital  stock  of  the  manu- 
facturing corporations  of  Pennsylvania.  Concurring  in  the  general  belief 
that  the  most  just  and  equitable  method  of  levying  tax  is  in  proportion 
to  benefits  received  and  ability  to  pay;  we  are  committed  to  the  proposal 
to  establish  a  graduated  income  tax  for  Pennsylvania.  Probably  the  most 
oppressive  tax  burden  confronting  the  taxpayers  today  is  the  enormous 
tax  levy  imposed  on  local  districts  in  support  of  the  high  standard  of 
elementary  education  demanded  by  the  State  Educational  Department.  We 
therefore  demand  a  larger  State  appropriation  on  a  graduated  scale  as 
will  equalize  the  burden  of  financing  school  administration  among  all 
districts. 

Commending  the  efficient  work  of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Agriculture  in  their  effort  to  stamp  out  animal  and  plant  diseases  and 
insect  pests  as  well  as  their  efforts,  through  the  Bureau  of  Standards  and 
Markets,  to  prevent  fraud  and  substitution.  We  earnestly  urge  the  con- 
tinuation of  this  work  through  the  ensuing  year. 

Legislative  Agent 

For  many  years  the  Legislative  Agent  of  the  Grange,  stationed  at 
the  City  of  Harrisburg,  has  rendered  a  valuable  and  indispensable  service 
to  the  Grange  and  to  the  Agricultural  industry  and  rural  life  which  it 
represents.  In  fact,  so  effective  has  been  the  service  of  this  office  that 
today  we  find  many  organizations  looking  to  the  Grange  for  guidance  and 
support  in  Legislative  affairs.  However,  in  Pennsylvania  today  with  its 
powerful  and  highly  developed  and  thoroughly  organized  manufacturing 
and  commercial  industries,  we  believe  that  the  Agricultural  industry  of 
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this  State  can  hope  for  and  secure  better  Legislative  justice  and  equality 
through  the  coordinated  and  united  efforts  of  all  the  farm  organizations 
of  Pennsylvania.  We  believe  that  this  union  can  best  be  established  through 
a  Central  Legislative  Office  and  Agent  that  will  be  representative  of  all 
of  the  farm  and  rural  organizations.  Such  arrangement  would  distribute 
proportionately  the  cost  of  administering  the  work  of  the  Legislative 
Office,  thus  making  for  economy  as  well  as  for  efficiency  and  effectiveness 
in  Legislative  activities,  while  at  the  same  time  promoting  harmony  and 
good  will  among  rural  organizations.  Such  an  agency  would  have  a  direct 
contact  with  every  phase  and  branch  of  agriculture  within  the  State,  so 
when  the  occasion  demands  the  machinery  could  be  put  into  motion  which 
would  bring  into  play  every  rural  group  with  the  resultant  power  and 
influence.  We  would  recommend  that  this  matter  be  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  State  Council  of  Farm  Organizations  for  consideration  at 
their  next  annual  meeting.  And  we  would  further  recommend  that  the 
Executive  Committee  of  this  State  Grange  be  authorized  to  work  out  an 
equitable  plan  under  which  this  and  other  Farm  Organizations  may  unite 
in  a  furtherance  of  the  Legislative  interests  of  rural  Pennsylvania. 

Conclusion 

That  selfish  and  predatory  interests  may  be  suppressed  and  that  the 
machinery  of  the  State  shall  remain  in  the  control  of  the  people,  we 
earnestly  urge  our  membership  to  be  ever  alert  and  active  in  all  legis- 
lative and  civic  efforts.

Resolved,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  State  Grange  peti- 
tion and  present  a  bill  to  the  effect  that  all  persons  hunting  game  in  this 
State  must  procure  a  written  permit  from  the  owners  of  lands  before 
entering  thereon  to  hunt  game,  and  all  persons  hunting  on  premises  with- 
out such  written  permit  shall  be  liable  to  arrest  and  license  revoked.  Also 
we  petition  that  quail  be  placed  on  the  song  bird  list.

RESOLUTION   NO.   2 

Whereas,  There  is  undoubtedly  a  great  majority  of  the  citizens  of 
our  country  who  are  working  and  praying  to  the  end  that  never  again 
shall  disputes  between  nations  be  settled  by  war,  and 

Whereas,  There  is  another  group  of  citizens  which  though  insignifi- 
cant in  numbers,  are  nevertheless  able  to  bar  the  progress  of  universal 
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peace  between  nations  and  are  doing  so  covertly,  but  constantly  through 
the  influence  of  their  wealth  and  position,  enables  them  to  exert  on  all 
branches  of  government,  and  on  those  agencies  that  are  so  potent  in  mould- 
ing public  opinion,  and  that  influence  is  so  exerted  because  war  has  always 
given  such  groups  exceptional  opportunity  to  coin  dollars  out  of  the  blood 
and  agony  of  the  great  masses  of  the  people,  and 

Whereas,  We  deem  it  essential  to  promote  a  singleness  of  purpose 
on  part  of  all  our  citizens,  either  in  striving  to  prevent  future  wars  or  in 
prosecuting  such  as  may  be  forced  upon  us,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  our  State  Grange  Legislative  Committee  be  hereby 
instructed  to  seek  by  all  possible  means  the  enactment  of  such  legislation 
as  would  in  case  of  war  conscript  wealth  as  well  as  men.  And  that  would 
commandeer  every  Mill,  Factory  or  Transportation  facility  that  might  be 
necessary  to  the  most  efficient  prosecution  of  war,  to  the  end  that  no 
person  should  be  able  to  profit  by  war  and  that  all  should  be  compelled 
to  share  its  burdens  proportionately. 

Resolved,  That  this  Resolution  be  presented  to  State  Grange.

REPORT  OF  WORTHY  CERES 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

In  making  my  first  annual  report  I  bring  you  fraternal  greetings 
and  best  wishes  from  the  Patrons  of  Beaver  County.  Working  on  the 
theory  that  the  place  to  begin  is  at  home,  most  of  my  work  has  been 
confined  to  Beaver  and  the  surrounding  counties.  During  the  last  year 
there  were  five  Juvenile  Granges  and  one  Subordinate  Grange  organized 
in  Beaver  County.  We  held  three  booster  meetings  which  were  in  the 
nature  of  a  Grange  School.  These  have  proven  highly  instructive  and 
helped  increase  the  Grange  spirit  throughout  the  County.  Nearly  every 
Grange  in  the  County  has  initiated  a  large  number  of  candidates. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  attend  several  splendid  Pomona  meetings. 
Western  Inter-County-Wide  picnic  at  Treesdale  Farm,  Middle  Atlantic 
Lecturers'  Conference  and  the  dedication  of  our  Girl's  Dormitory  at  State 
College.  I  have  organized  five  Juvenile  Granges  in  Beaver  County.  One 
in  Butler,  one  in  Allegheny,  one  in  Lawrence  and  one  in  Westmoreland 
Counties,  making  a  total  of  nine  and  find  this  work  exceedingly  pleasant 
and  interesting  and  believe  this  one  of  the  most  important  branches  of 
our  organization.  Generally,  we  find  where  there  is  a  well-conducted 
Juvenile  Grange  we  also  find  an  active  and  up-to-date  Subordinate  Grange, 
We  trust  the  delegates  here  assembled  will  gather  many  seeds  of  thought 
which  they  will  take  home  with  them  and  which  will  grow  and  develop 
into  profitable  activities  for  the  coming  year.  It  is  my  belief  from 
experience  and  observation  what  the  Grange  needs  more  than  any  other 
one  thing  is  a  higher  spirit  of  cooperation  within  its  ranks.  Cooperation 
is  one  of  the  most  inspiring  words  of  the  English  language.  Coming 
together  is  a  beginning.  Keeping  together  is  progress.  Working  together 
is  success.  Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens  and  thus  fulfill  the  spirit  of 
the  Grange  and  the  law  of  Christ.

May  I  present  a  brief  summary  of  the  past  twelve  months.  A  busy 
year  in  Grange  work  is  closed,  and  it  is  with  satisfaction  that  we  note 
its  accomplishments.  Some  lines  of  work  have  needed  a  world  of  mis- 
sionary effort,  and  results  at  the  present  time  are  difficult  to  put  in  a 
hard  and  fast  statement.  Juvenile  Granges,  in  some  sections  of  our  state, 
are  proving  a  happy  answer  to  the  problem  of  the  child  in  the  Grange. 
We  need  more  Juvenile  doctrine  preached  in  our  Pomona  and  Subordinate 
Granges.  The  Juvenile  Deputy  work  has  been  an  added  pleasure  in  the 
duties  of  the  Court  officers,  and  additional  Juvenile  Granges  are  expected 
as  fruit  of  work  already   done.

The 
greatest  difficulty  lies  in  the  fact  that  so  many  Pomonas  meet  at  the  same 
time  and  one  is  unable  to  attend  all.  Therefore,  you  are  urged  to  resort 
to  personal  requests  by  letter  when  counsel  and  visits  are  desired. 

As  a  woman,  every  Court  Officer  is  first  a  home  maker,  so  we  ask 
leniency  from  the  Honorable  Home  Economics  Committee  if  we  overstep 
and  urge  work  along  their  line,  especially  in  the  cooperating  with  the 
State  Extension  work  in  the  care  of  Pomona's  gift  from  God  and  nature— 
the  fruits  of  the  orchard  and  garden.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RURAL  ELECTRIFICATION 

Six  years  ago  the  extension  of  electric  service  to  rural  communities 
was  only  an  incident  in  the  extension  of  town  service. 

The  farm  organizations  of  Pennsylvania  visioned  the  vital  need  of 
service  in  the  country  and  took  the  position  that  a  way  must  be  found 
to  make  the  service  available.  For  two  and  one-half  years  we  fought  the 
Electric  Utilities  before  the  Public  Service  Commission  at  a  cost  of  over 
four  thousand  dollars.  The  Grange  was  very  active  in  these  proceedings. 
Out  of  this  conflict  came  few  extensions  but  the  organization  of  a  Joint 
Committee  composed  of  nine  representatives  of  the  leading  Farm  Organi- 
zations and  a  like  number  from  the  Electric  Industry. 
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Through  this  committee  a  plan  was  formulated  resulting  in  Order  28 
bv  the  Public  Service  Commission.  Your  Committee  wishes  at  this  time 
to  recite  to  the  State  Meeting  some  of  the  outstanding  accomplishments 
of  this  Joint  Committee. 

First.  Under  Order  28  we  now  have  a  uniform  plan  for  extending 
service  that  is  operating  anywhere  in  the  chartered  territory  of  any  com- 
pany in  the  State.  This  is  in  contrast  to  the  condition  before  the  Joint 
Committee  functioned  where  each  company  had  a  different  plan  or  no 
plan  and  many  were  reluctant  to  make  any  extension.  Under  this  plan, 
since  January,  1927,  there  have  been  constructed  in  Pennsylvania,  3,981 
miles,  enough  to  cross  the  state  lengthwise  nearly  ten  times.  This  con- 
struction has  taken  service  to  47,181  rural  customers  among  which  are 
11832  electrified  farms.  Under  this  plan  the  Company  extends  service  at 
its  own  cost  and  furnishes  current  at  the  same  price  per  K.H.  as  the 
town  customer  pays.  This  socializing  of  rates  as  between  town  and  country 
will  ultimately  prove  to  be  the  most  valuable  feature  in  the  whole  plan 
of  rural  service.  In  the  rural  districts,  however,  the  customer  is  asked  to 
accept  an  adjusted  monthly  minimum  based  on  the  number  of  customers 
that  is  to  agree  to  make  a  larger  use  of  current  in  order  to  return  suffi- 
cient revenue  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  service  but  no  profit  on 
the  line.  This  adjusted  minimum  is  based  usually  on  a  2%  per  month 
of  the  cost  of  the  lines  for  which  current  is  furnished  to  the  value  of 
this  amount  without  additional  charge.  During  the  life  of  this  Com- 
mittee the  cost  of  line  per  mile  has  been  decreasing  as  shown  by  the 
facts  that  in  1927  the  average  cost  for  1,441  miles  of  rural  lines  was 
2,011  dollars  per  mile  while  during  the  first  eight  months  of  1929,  802 
miles  of  line  were  constructed  at  an  average  cost  of  1,630  dollars  per  mile 
amounting  to  a  reduction  of  381  dollars  per  mile.  The  Rural  Committee 
is  still  working  for  further  reduction  of  line  cost. 

The  order  also  provides  for  a  uniform  form  of  farm  service  rate 
furnishing  complete  farm  service  through  one  meter.  At  the  time  this 
was  secured  it  was  an  advance  step  in  furnishing  current  and  reducing

Our  people  can  hardly  appreciate  the  element  of  service  that  is  avail- 
able to  them  through  the  Joint  Committee.  Aided  by  the  ^^ll/^opera- 
tion  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  914  cases  have  been  handled  without 
charge  to  the  Committee  in  all  of  which  complete  information  has  been 
furnished  and  in  every  case  involving  extensions  an  offer  to  extend  service 

has  been  made  under  this  plan.  .  .  u   4.u  *- 

The  block  system  of  rates  through  one  meter  under  which  the  cost 
of  current  drops  as  low  as  2-5  cents  K.H.  makes  it  possible  to  use  the  large 
amount  of  electricitv  so  vital  to  the  success  of  rural  electrification.  It 
cannot  be  too  often  stated  that  the  ultimate  success  of  rural  electrification 
depends  upon  a  recognition  by  rural  people  that  electricity  is  much  more 
than  a  convenience  and  has  an  earning  capacity  where  applied  to  light, 

heat  and  power.  w    *.   ^■ 

Finally  this  plan  is  not  set  up  as  a  perfect  one  and  is  subject  to 
constant  modification  and  improvement.  The  rural  group  have  been  con- 
stantly pressing  for  a  reduction  in  the  cost  of  line  construction,  and  also 
for  a  continued  modification  of  rate  structures  to  better  adapt  them  to 
farm  service  and  our  membership  can  be  assured  that  the  successes  ac- 
complished are  only  a  measure  of  the  progress  of  the  future.

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Three  Resolutions,  one  from  Bedford,  one  from  Butler  and  one  from 
Mercer  County  were  referred  to  the  Committee,  all  practically  similar  and 
the  Committee  offered  the  following  substitution  covering  the  three  reso- 
lutions, signed  by  four  members  of  the   Committee. 

Whereas,  Rural  electrification  is  a  live  issue  before  the  rural  people 
of  this  Commonwealth  and  offers  great  possibilities  in  making  rural  life 
more  attractive,  and 

Whereas,  The  Electric  Utilities  of  this  Commonwealth  have  filed 
extension  rules,  as  required  by  General  Order  No.  28,  and 

Whereas,  The  rules  so  filed  establish  monthly  minimum  applying  to 
rural  people  which  are  in  excess  of  like  minimums  assumed  by  those  in 
other   parts   of   a   utilities   chartered   territory,   and 

Whereas,  The  payments  made  under  these  minimums  are  often  in 
excess  of  the  actual  bill  for  electricity,  thus,  in  our  opinion,  placing  the 
burden  of  financing  the  facilities  to  serve  them,  to  that  extent,  upon  the 
rural  people;    therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Grange  in  continuing  its  cooperation  with 
the  utilities  instruct  its  representatives  on  the  Joint  Committee  as  follows: 

1st.     To  work  for  further  reductions  in  extension  construction  costs; 

2d.     For  a  lower  percentage  basis  for  determining  monthly  minimums. 

3d.  And  the  formulation  and  application  of  a  plan  for  ultimately 
lowering  individual  minimums  by  pooling  large  areas  rather  than  nego- 
tiating individual  extensions,  thus  obtaining  from  the  Electric  Utilities 
a  proper  recognition  of  their  obligations  to  serve  the  whole  of  their 
chartered  territory  as  communities  to  the  end  that  they  may  not  impose 
extravagant  guarantees  upon  any  one  extension.

The  vote  upon  the  substitute  resolution  offered  by  four  members  of 
the  Committee  was  taken  and  passed  favorably,  whereupon  the  report 
was  adopted.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DAIRY  INTERESTS 

1.  We  voice  the  conviction  that  in  the  past  neither  political  party  in 
writing  tariff  bills  has  given  the  farmers  of  the  United  States  the  tariff 
protection  they  should  have.  In  the  Presidential  Campaign  of  1928,  both 
of  the  great  parties  by  platform  declarations  and  otherwise  have  promised 
the  farmers  of  the  United  States  that  they  would  at  once  be  given  such 
tariff  protection  as  would  place  them  on  a  parity  with  other  industries. 
In  an  attempt  to  fulfill  this  promise,  the  President  of  the  United  States 
called  the  Congress  in  special  session.  The  tariff  bill  as  it  passed  the 
House  utterly  failed  to  perform  the  promises  made.  The  tariff  bill  as 
reported  out  by  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Senate,  while  better 
than  the  House  Bill,  still  failed  utterly  to  perform  these  promises.  The 
tariff  rates  on  milk  products  and  vegetable  oils  as  requested  by  the  National 
Milk  Producers'  Federation,  and  the  State  Grange  of  Pennsylvania,  were 
not  named  with  the  expectation  that  they  would  be  reduced.  They  are 
the  minimum  rates  that  can  be  considered  as  affording  dairy  farmers 
adequate  protection,  and  we  urge  the  Congress  to  establish  such  rates. 
The  request  for  a  tariff  rate  of  8c  per  pound  was  the  result  of  a  long 
and  careful  investigation  and  any  tariff  on  casein  of  less  than  8c  per 
pound  will  not  be  a  fulfillment  of  party  pledges,  and  while  we  recognize 
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that  powerful  interests  are  obstructing  our  efforts  to  obtain  such  rates, 
these  interests  in  so  doing  are  asking  both  of  the  political  parties  to  violate 
their  party  pledges.  We  respectfully  urge  the  Congress  to  establish  a 
tariff  rate  of  8c  per  pound  on  casein,  together  with  the  rates  that  have 
been  requested  on  other  dairy  products,  all  of  which  are  necessary  for 
the  adequate  protection  that  farmers  are  expecting. 

2.  We  view  with  grave  unrest  the  activities  and  propaganda  that 
from  numerous  sources  and  in  various  ways  are  urging  farmers  to  shift 
their  production  from  that  of  crops  to  the  production  of  milk.  In  doing 
this,  they  are  urging  these  farmers  to  do  that  which  must  in  the  near  future 
result  in  many  instances  in  great  financial  losses  to  them.  They  are  en- 
couraging farmers  to  engage  in  dairying  in  sections  where  neither  soil 
nor  climatic  conditions  are  favorable  to  milk  production.  As  a  result  of 
this  propaganda,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  low  producing  cows  that  should 
go  to  the  block  are  going  on  other  farms  and  continuing  to  produce  milk 
at  a  high  cost  of  production  and  all  of  this  in  the  face  of  an  impending 
overproduction  of  milk  in  the  United  States.  When  we  reach  the  point 
where  we  produce  an  exportable  surplus  of  dairy  products,  which  must  be 
sold  abroad  at  world  prices,  the  domestic  prices  of  manufactured  milk 
products  will  undoubtedly  be  lowered  to  substantially  the  world  level  of 
prices  and  these  farmers  who  are  now  being  encouraged  to  engage  in 
milk  production  will  suffer  first  and  most.  We,  therefore,  respectfully 
urge  all  of  the  agencies  that  are  now  advising  such  unwise  expansion  to 
cease  these  efforts,  and  the  fact  that  their  motive  is  of  the  best  will  not 
relieve  the  dairy  farmers  of  the  United  States  from  the  harmful  conse- 
quences of  such  procedure.  Within  the  industry  itself,  immediate  steps 
should  be  taken  to  cause  all  low-producing  cows  that  are  of  daily  loss  to 
their  owners  to  be  eliminated  while  energetic  means  should  be  adopted  to 
enlarge  the  consumption  of  milk  and  milk  products. 

3.  This  State  Grange  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  con- 
tinued support  by  Congress,  and  the  State  Legislature  of  the  tuberculin 
testing  work.  The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  urges  that  this  work  be 
continued  by  the  Federal  Government  and  the  State  so  that  it  may  be 
carried  forward  so  as  to  provide  for  the  complete  eradication  of  the 
disease   as   rapidly   as   possible. 

4.  This  State  Grange  calls  attention  once  more  to  the  importance  of 
a  program  of  dairy  research  adequately  supported  by  Federal  and  State 
funds  and  carried  out  through  cooperation  of  this  State  Grange  of  Penn- 
sylvania. The  State  Grange  is  interested  in  research  and  the  technical 
aspects  of  the  dairy  industry,  with  respect  to  the  health  of  the  cattle, 
economic  production,  etficient  manufacture,  and  the  full  utilization  of  dairy 
products,  but  we  would  at  this  time  call  special  attention  to  the  importance 
of  marketing  research  in  the  field  of  the  dairy  industry.  Such  research 
to  be  fully  effective  must  include  all  matters  having  to  do  with  changes 
in  marketing  methods  in  the  dairy  industry  throughout  the  country,  the 
results  of  milk  marketing  plans  and  programs,  cooperative  and  other- 
wise, and  developments  in  the   field  of  dairy   product  consumption.

Whereas,  It  is  impractical  and  impossible  to  get  children  and  young 
people  who  are  in  school  to  retire  before  dark,  and  having  to  go  to  school 
an  hour  earlier  in  the  morning,  are  thus  deprived  of  sufficient  rest  neces- 
sary to  do  efficient  school  work.     And 

Whereas,  all  employers  know  that  their  employees  are  not  fit  and 
ready  for  good  work  at  such  early  hours,  and  furthermore,  being  aware 
of  the  tremendous  opposition  among  the  employees,  the  employers  have 
refused  to  submit  the  adoption  of  Daylight  Saving  Time  to  their  em- 
ployees.

Whereas,  All  railroads  and  transit  companies  and  banking  concerns 
ignore  Daylight  Saving  Time,  there  is  great  confusion,  and  much  personal 
loss  and  inconvenience  and  dissatisfaction.  And  in  conclusion,  since  Day- 
light Saving  Time  is  unlawful  and  illegal,  not  recognized  or  authorized 

by  the  state  or  nation,  ^r      nr  ^     ^ 

Therefore,  we,  the  Lawrence  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  65  deplore 
the  fact  that  a  few  men  for  their  own  personal  convenience  impose  Day- 
light Saving  Time,  unsolicited,  upon  their  employees,  and  thus,  on  this 
fourth  day  of  September  at  the  regular  meeting  of  Pomona  Grange  in 
the  Big  Beaver  Grange  Hall,  do  hereby  pass  the  following  resolution: 
First,  be  it  resolved  that  this  so-called  "Daylight  Saving  Time  is 
unreasonable,  unjust,   unnecessary   and   unlawful.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CO-OPERATION 

The  subject  of  cooperation  is  just  now  very  decidedly  j^  ^he  Public 
mind.  The  proposed  system  of  farm  relief  as  worked  out  at  Washington 
is  depending  very  largely  upon  the  development  and  unifying  of  extensive 

cooperative  activities.  .  -         ., 

It  cannot  be  expected  to  solve  the  glaring  inequalities  that  face  the 
farmer  but  the  principle  of  cooperation  is  worthy  of  extensive  develop- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  returning  a  larger  share  of  the  consumers  dollar 
to  the  producer  and  we  wish  Godspeed  to  every  effort  that  is  made  to 
increase   and   expand  cooperative   marketing. 
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The  developments  of  the  last  few  days  during  which  a  conference  of 
grain  dealers  and  commission  men  has  been  held  for  the  purpose  of  check- 
mating the  action  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board. 

The  field  of  cooperation  gives  us  plainly  to  know  that  the  equality 
we  so  much  need  from  both  the  Federal  and  State  government  is  going 
to  be  challenged  by  those  who  have  been  making  fine  profits  out  of  the 
manipulation  of  farm  crops. 

The  Grange  and  all  other  farm  organizations  must  realize  that  the 
equality  they  seek  and  to  which  they  have  a  right  will  come  to  them  only 
when  these  farm  organizations  are  able  to  wield  an  influence  in  the  halls 
of  legislation  which  dare  not  be  denied  by  politicians  and  statesmen. 

In  this  time  of  financial  stress  when  the  income  of  the  farm  at  its 
best  is  all  too  small  our  Grange  organizations  should  more  than  ever  avail 
themselves  of  the  cooperative  machinery  that  has  been  set  up  in  their 
behalf.  The  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  with  its  million  and  a  quarter 
of  business  and  which  costs  the  members  less  than  one  per  cent  to  operate 
is  a  fine  example  of  what  can   be   done  in  this  field. 

The  Granges  that  are  not  using  the  Keystone  Exchange,  and  have  not 
tried  to  make  for  their  membership  the  fine  saving  they  can  secure  have 
not  only  cheated  their  own  members  out  of  one  of  the  splendid  benefits  of 
our  Order  but  have  prevented  the  membership  who  do  use  this  agency 
from  securing  the  full  measure  of  the  benefits  that  might  be   obtained. 

We  urge  the  Granges  to  a  fuller  cultivation  of  this  field  of  activity. 
A  large  part  of  our  members  do  avail  themselves  of  the  cooperative 
benefits  of  the  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  but  even  here  some  of  the 
patrons  are  not  enjoying  the  advantage  of  the  Mutual  principle.  This 
field  too  needs  a  deeper  cultivation. 

All  of  us  need  to  learn  the  wisdom  of  the  statement  made  long  ago 
in  our  Declaration  of  Purposes  where  it  says: 

"We  propose  meeting  together,  talking  together,  working  together, 
buying  together,  selling  together  and  in  general  acting  together  for  our 
mutual  protection  and  advancement  as  occasion  may  require."

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  JUVENILE  GRANGES 

Your   Committee   on   Juvenile   Granges   submit  the  following   report: 

This  branch  of  our  organization  is  coming  into  prominence  faster 
than  any  other  and  we  feel  proud  of  Pennsylvania's  record  on  Juvenile 
Granges.     We  rank  as  third  highest  in  this  work  this  year. 

The  Juvenile  Grange  enables  many  parents  to  attend  Grange  meet- 
ings who  would  otherwise  be  kept  at  home  to  take  care  of  the  children. 
If  you  get  the  children  interested  in  Grange  work  you  are  sure  to  have  a 
successful  Subordinate  Grange.  You  cannot  have  a  Grange  very  long  if 
you  do  not  get  the  young  folks  interested.  Then  we  have  some  one  to 
carry  on  the  good  work  when  we  older  members  are  not  able.  The  chil- 
dren are  the  life  of  a  Grange.  They  are  proud  of  their  order  and  can 
easily  memorize  their  part  in  their  ritual.  When  the  Juveniles  are  old 
enough  to  pass  into  the  Subordinate  Grange  they  are  well  fitted  to  fill 
any  office  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest  and  as  they  have  been  taught 
to  have  charge  of  their  own  money  the  banking  part  is  easily  carried  on 
by  them.  In  fact,  any  part  of  the  work.  A  very  important  part  is  to  have 
a  good  Matron  or  Patron — one  who  is  interested  in  children  and  willing 
to  work  with  them.  We  know  of  some  Juvenile  Granges  where  the  officers 
are  taught  to  march  in  and  are  stationed  similar  to  that  in  the  State 
Grange.  We  recommend  that  each  Matron  or  Patron  have  at  least  one 
assistant  and  more  if  possible.  Since  most  of  our  Juvenile  Granges  meet 
at  the  same  time  as  the  Subordinate  Grange  this  would  give  the  Matron 
a  chance  to  sit  in  the  meeting  of  the  Subordinate  Grange  if  she  desires. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Subordinate  Grange  send  the  Matron 
to  the  Center  Hall  Conference.  There  is  so  much  given  there  that  would 
be  of  great  help  to  a  Matron.  Could  not  the  Pomona  Grange  assist  in 
this?  We  strongly  recommend  that  more  recognition  be  given  on  the 
Pomona  program  to  Juvenile  work.  Their  report  should  be  sent  to  the 
Pomona  as  well  as  that  of  any  Subordinate. 

Now  we  ask  the  support  of  all  Patrons  to  help  us  make  Pennsylvania 
first  in   organizing  Juvenile   Granges  in   1930.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  asks  to  submit  the  following  General 
Report. 

Inasmuch  as  it  is  evident  that  Agriculture  in  our  Coommonwealth  is 
no  longer  an  attractive  occupation  from  a  remunerative  standpoint,  it  is 
imperative  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  redouble  its  efforts  to 
secure  for  the  Agricultural  interests  parity  of  opportunities. 

The  agricultural  interests  of  Pennsylvania  are  at  an  especial  disad- 
vantage, due  to  the  fact  that  the  heavy  burden  of  taxation  rests  upon 
them.  In  the  absence  of  a  manufacturers'  tax,  a  severance  tax  and  a 
graduated  income  tax,  the  tax  burden  rests  upon  the  basic  industries, 
which  are,  in  general,  not  adequately  protected  by  the  tariff. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  that  the  tax  laws 
of   Pennsylvania   should   be   revised   to   include   a   manufacturers'   tax,   a

severance  tax  and  a  graduated  income  tax.  With  the  aid  of  such  taxes 
the  Commonwealth  could  assume  the  building  and  maintenance  of  all  roads 
and  the  school  system  could  also  be  more  largely  financed  by  the  State. 
The  Committe  on  Agriculture  recommends  that  the  Worthy  State 
Master  be  empowered  to  appoint  a  Special  Committee  to  secure  data  and 
information  leading  toward  a  revision  of  the  tax  laws,  and  to  devise  a 
plan  of  equitable  tax  distribution,  the  report  of  this  Committee  to  be 
submitted  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange 
for  its  consideration.  And  the  Committee  further  recommends  that  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  be  directed  to 
appropriate  sufficient  funds  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  this  Committee, 
said   sum   not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars. 

Pennsylvania  State  College 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  wishes  to  give  unstinted  praise  and 
support  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  for  its  aid  to  the  farmers  of 
Pennsylvania  and  the  Committee  urges  all  the  members  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Grange  to  make  full  use  of  the  advice  and  information  dis- 
seminated by  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  through  its  School  of 
Agriculture. 

Department  of  Agriculture 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  further  desires  to  commend  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  of  Pennsylvania  for  its  help  to  Agricultural 
interests,  and  especially  for  its  efforts  at  control  and  eradication  of  insect 
pests,  and  also  for  its  achievement  in  securing  a  building  for  the  Farm 
Products   Show. 

Farm   Surpluses 

It  is  an  undoubted  fact  that  the  prices  on  farm  products  are  inversely 
proportional  to  the  surpluses  of  such  products.  The  orderly  disposal  and 
marketing  of  such  surpluses  is  of  national  concern,  and  this  Committee 
gladly   bequeaths   that   problem   to   the   recently   constituted    Farm    Board. 

It  does,  however,  wish  to  incorporate  in  this  report,  the  statement  that 
the  best  way  to  handle  a  surplus  is  to  prevent  it.  In  this  connection  the 
Committee  wishes  to  present  for  you  to  take  home,  think  about  and  discuss: 

1.  Organization  of  all   farmers  under  the  Grange   Motto. 

2.  A  constructive  policy  of  abandonment  of  unprofitable  farm  land 
and  the  conversion  of  such  land  by   State  and   Federal   Government  into 

forests. 

A  wise  farmer  quickly  eliminates  an  unprofitable  cow  from  the  herd 
and  culls  out  an  unprofitable  hen,  then  why  not  abandon  the  unprofitable 
farm?  Usually  such  a  farm  is  occupied  by  a  family  in  dire  poverty, 
eking  out  a  mere  existence  and  dumping  upon  a  glutted  market  a  small 
quantity  of  inferior  products.  Would  it  not  be  a  wise  policy  for  the  State 
and  Federal  Government  to  acquire  such  farms  and  set  them  to  trees, 
thereby  insuring  a  supply  of  lumber  for  the  future  and  also  preventing 
in  a  large  measure,  the  depiction  of  soil  fertility  by  erosion. 

CONCLI'SION 

Agriculture  is  a  basic  industry  and  as  such  is  the  basis  of  all  pros- 
])erity.  To  insure  continued  prosperity  we  must  be  assured  sufficient 
lemuneration  for  labors  and  investments  whereby  we  can  enjoy  the  com- 
forts of  dress,  travel  and  home  to  the  same  degree  as  do  those  engaged 
in  industry.  Our  children  must  have  equal  opportunities  of  education 
and  must  be  afforded  the  same  opportunities  of  youth  designed  to  develop 
leadership   as   is  given   in   urban   communities.      Agriculture   must   be   re- 
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munerative  and  in  order  to  be  so  it  must  receive  the  same  consideration 
from   our   legislative   bodies   as   is   accorded   to   industry. 

We  commend  the  action  of  the  National  Grange  in  reaffirming  its 
«t«nd  on  the  Debenture  Plan  and  we  commend  the  action  of  the  agencies 
nf  the  Grange  in  their  efforts  to  secure  tariff  schedules  for  agricultural 
products  equal  to  the  proposed   schedules  for  manufactured  products.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION 

In  taking  up  the  subject  of  Education  we  confine  ourselves  largely 
along  lines  which  have  a  peculiar  relation  to  suburban  and  rural  condi- 
tions Your  Committee  confines  itself  to  the  tendencies  of  education  that 
should   be   encouraged   and   those   which   should   be   checked. 

1.  We  would  emphasize  the  importance  of  a  more  thorough  ground- 
ing in  the  fundamentals  of  education. 

2.  As  the  State  Department  has  seen  fit  in  a  large  degree  to  set 
forth  specific  requirements  in  the  erecting  of  school  buildings,  therefore, 
we  the  people  of  the  rural  districts  would  ask  for  an  enactment  of  a 
law  by  the  Legislature  towards  paying  for  the  erection  of  such  needed 
school  buildings. 

3.  As  it  has  already  been  said  the  greatest  Grange  achievement  during 
the  year  was  the  completion  of  the  Grange  Dormitory  at  State  College. 
The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Patrons  throughout  the  State  en- 
courage our  young  women  to  see  the  need  of  higher  education  and  avail 
themselves  of  the  privileges  which  are  now  theirs. 

4.  In  our  December  issue  of  our  Pennsylvania  Grange  News  an  article 
relative  to  a  Secretary  of  Education  appears.     For  years,  this  movement 
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has  been  opposed  by  the  Grange,  both  National  and  State.  Adding  this 
department  to  the  President's  Cabinet  only  increases  the  expenses  of 
Government.  Since  we  feel  that  such  action  would  again  help  to  further 
destroy  the  power  of  local  government,  we  emphatically  reaffirm  the 
former  action  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  in  opposing  such  enact- 
ment. 

5.  Most  parents  are  careful  of  the  food  upon  which  the  bodies  of 
their  children  are  fed,  but  reckless  and  negligent  of  the  food  upon  which 
the  mind  is  fed.  We  find  in  our  newspapers,  magazine  stands  and  book 
stores,  any  amount  of  literature  not  fit  for  use.  It  is  what  we  might  call 
intellectual  poisoning;  it  robs  the  mind  of  its  sanity  and  the  soul  of  its 
honor  and  purity,  and  results,  finally,  in  spiritual  death.  We  especially 
refer  to  our  daily  papers  which  publish  many  articles,  namely  crime, 
murder  and  robbery,  which  is  only  poison  to  the  minds  of  young  people. 
What  people  read  is  as  important  as  what  they  eat.  We  have  all  kinds 
of  Pure  Food  laws.  Therefore  the  Committee  recommends  some  form  of 
Legislation  governing  the  publicity  and  sale  of  papers,  books  and  magazines.

RESOLUTION   NO.    1 

Whereas,  The  purpose  of  the  county  library  is  to  bring  library 
service  to  the   rural    districts,   and 

Whereas,  The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  has  gone  on  record  as 
favoring  the  establishing  of  county  libraries,  and 

Whereas,  At  a  recent  election  in  McKean  County  a  majority  of  the 
voters  in  rural  sections  were  in  favor  of  a  county  library,  and 

Whereas,  They  were  denied  this  service  owing  to  an  adverse  vote  in 
municipalities  already  maintaining  free  public  library  service  organized 
under  the  control  of  the  school  districts,  and 

Whereas,  This  action  on  the  part  of  the  voters  in  districts  already 
maintaining  libraries  was  due  to  looseness  of  construction  of  the  library 
laws  of  1917  which  permits  several  interpretations  in  the  matter  of  ad- 
ministration of,  and  taxation  for  county  libraries,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  manifestly  unfair  that  a  county  library  be  submitted 
to  the  voters  of  a  municipality  which  has  free  library  service  and  which 
has  no  intention  of  joining  with  a  county  library  if  such  be  established, 
and 

Whereas,  Taxable  property  in  a  community  served  by  a  free  public 
library  organized  under  school  management  is  subject  to  a  tax  levied 
for  county  library  purposes,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  instruct  its  Legis- 
lative Committee  to  secure  changes  of,  or  amendments  to,  the  library 
law  of  1917  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1931,  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,   That  the  changes  contain  the  following  items: 

1.  That  the  vote  on  the  county  library  question,  if  constitutional,  be 
submitted  only  to  the  voters  in  districts  not  maintaining  free  public 
library  service,  whether  controlled  by  school  or  municipal  authorities. 

2.  That  whenever  a  community  maintains  a  municipal  or  school  dis- 
trict free  public  library  such  community  shall  not  become  a  part  of,  or 
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become  subject  to  a  county  library  tax  unless  su.ch  community  either 
petition  through  proper  officials  or  by  direct  vote  of  the  people  express  a 
desire  to  join  the  county  library.

Whereas,  The  local  tax  rate,  and  especially  the  school  tax  rate,  in 
practically  all  districts  of  our  County,  has  become  so  inordinately  high 
and  is  so  extremely  burdensome  upon  farmers  and  other  working  people 
that  some  measure  of  relief  is  absolutely  necessary;    therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  Clearfield  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  33  in  session 
at  Curwensville,  Pa.,  indorse  the  report  of  the  commission  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  1927,  appointed  to  make  a  study  of  the  distribution  of  State 
appropriation  for  schools  (report  made  available  in  August,  1929),  whose 
plan  is  that  the  distribution  shall  be  made,  in  such  a  manner  that  the 
burden  of  support  will  fall  upon  the  people  in  all  localities  in  accordance 
with  their  ability  to  pay  taxes.

RESOLUTION    NO.    3 

Whereas,  Our  present  tax  system  being  inadequate  for  the  full  amount 
of  taxes  levied,  and  especially  in  the  case  of  large  land  owners,  coal  com- 
panies and  corporations,  who  allow  their  taxes  to  lapse  and  their  land  be 
returned  and  sold  at  treasurers'  and  commissioners'  sales  and  buy  it

Resolved,  That  our  Legislative  Committee  of  Pomona  Grange  hand 
this  matter  up  to  the  Legislative  Committee  of  State  Grange  in  order  that 
it  may  be  corrected  by  action  of  the   Legislature  of  the   Commonwealth.

We  concur  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Worthy  Master  that  the 
dues  amendment  to  the  National  Grange  Constitution  shmild  be  ratified; 
the  recommendation  that  each  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Grange  should 
appoint  a  legislative  committee  to  work  in  harmony  with  the  State  and 
National   Committee   also   meets   with   our   approval. 

We  rejoice  with  the  Worthy  Master  over  the  completion  of  the  Girls' 
Dormitory  and  we  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  the  Grange  has  had  an 
active  part,  during  the  past  year,  in  securing  increased  appropriations  for 
Township  Roads,  State  College  and  for  a  Farm  Products  Show  Building. 

We  commend  to  our  membership  the  suggestions  of  the  Worthy 
Master  relative  to  supporting  our  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  and  the 
various  insurance  companies  connected  with  the  Grange. 

All  of  the  foregoing  we  believe  to  be  of  vital  importance,  but  let  us 
not  forget  the  emphasis  with  which  our  Worthy  Master  stresses  the  Fra- 
ternal side  of  our  Order — for  Fraternity  is  the  cornerstone  of  our  organi- 
zation. We  may  meet  with  success  in  legislative,  educational  or  cooperative 
enterprises,  but  if  we  have  not  Fraternity — have  not  charity,  if  you  please 
— we  are  "become  as  sounding  brass  or  a  tinkling  cymbal."

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  POMONA  GRANGE 

As  no  resolutions  have  been  referred  to  the  Committee,  we  wish  to 
make    the    following    recommendations: 

1.  We  agree  with  our  Worthy  Master  that  the  Pomona  Grange  is  the 
proper   medium   to   use   in   building   up   and   strengthening   our   Order. 

2.  That  each  Pomona  divide  its  district  into  sections  of  several  Granges 
each,  and  appoint  one  deputy  for  each  section  to  look  after  the  needs 
of  these  Granges. 

3.  That  Pomona  encourage  the  Subordinate  Granges  to  exhibit  at 
their  respective  county  fairs. 

4.  We  recommend  that  Pomona  encourage  a  fund  to  be  created  to 
help  finance  the  expenses  of  Subordinate  Lecturers  to  the  Center  Hall 
Conference. 

5.  We  recommend  that  the  Pomona  Lecturer  hold  at  least  one  annual 
conference  with  the   Subordinate   Lecturer. 

6.  We  suggest  that  a  House  Economics  Committee  be  appointed  and 
be  active  in  each  Pomona. 
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7.  We    especially    suggest    that    each    Pomona    organize    and    appoint 
a   degree  team  to   help  further  the  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMITTEE 

In  matters  of  public  affairs,  the  interests  of  the  taxpayers  as  well 
as  the  welfare  of  our  citizens,  have  always  been  the  chief  concern  of  the 
State  Grange  and  the  position  of  our  organization  on  all  public  questions 
has  been  based  upon  these  sound  principles.  Since  1917  the  State  Grange 
has  had  a  Standing  Committee  on  Conservation  and  much  of  the  develop- 
ment in  Pennsylvania  forest  conditions  since  then  is  in  some  way  attrib- 
utable to  the  activities  of  this  State  Grange  Committee.  This  Committee 
has  always  stressed  the  importance  of  the  Commonwealth's  taking  over 
and  developing  the  great  acreage  of  idle  forest  land  remaining  in  the 
State,  which  is  profitable  only  in  the  growing  of  trees,  and  which  should 
be  used  in  this  way  and  that  this  can  be  accomplished  only  by  State 
ownership   of  the   land. 

The  State  Grange  was  the  pioneer  in  endorsing  and  proposing  a  Bond 
issue  for  the   purchase   of  forest   lands   and   we   view   with   deep   interest 
and  concern  the  effect  of  the  recent  defeat  of  the  Forest  Bond  Issue  in 
Pennsylvania.      The   forces   that   opposed   the   Bond    Issue   were   not   con- 
servationists  nor  were  they   interested   in   developing   the   arid   wastes   of 
Pennsylvania,  thereby  bringing  revenue  into  the  treasury  of  the  Common- 
wealth.    However,  since  the  cause  was  lost  we  are  obliged  to  make  out  a 
new  case  to  prove  that  it  pays  the  State  to  conserve  the  forest  and  forest 
products.    We  reassert  our  former  position  that  the  State  should  take  over 
and  develop  the  great  acreage  of  idle  forest  land  remaining  in  our  State 
which  IS  profitable  only  in  the  growing  of  trees,  and  which  should  be  used 
for  such  purpose  only.     It  can  easily  be  shown  that  such  an  investment 
will   pay   substantial   dividends  of   many  kinds.     **In  the  end  it  will  not 
cost  the  State,"  was  the  report  of  this  Committee  at  a  recent  State  meet- 
ing, and  It  is  authoritatively  stated  that  since  the  present  state  forests 
e^nnn  nnn    ^^^"^^^^  ^^^^  ^^^e  netted  a  gain  to  the   State  of  more  than 
1^5,000,000,  over  all  expenditures  for  administration,  development  and  im- 
provement.    From  the  standpoint  of  material  value  the  forests  furnish  a 
large  part  of  our  essential   everyday  needs. 

"The  forest  is  nature's  reservoir  and  filter  system  to  supply  a  con- 
stant and  pure  supply  of  water  not  only  to  drink  but  to  fill  our  streams 
for  power  and  navigation."  Thus  writes  our  chief  forester,  George  H. 
Wirt.  Continuing  he  says,  "The  forest  also  furnishes  us  with  clothing. 
•1.  i.?"?^^  ^^^  ^^^"^  ^^  animals  and  the  fur  industry  is  still  of  con- 
siderable importance.  Now  all  sorts  of  clothing  are  made  from  wood  fibres. 
Likewise  wood  enters  largely  into  the  harvesting,  marketing  and  manu- 
facturing of  clothing  made  from  wool  and  cotton. 

"The  forest  furnishes  dyes,  woods,  buttons,  wooden  lasts  for  shoes, 
shapes  for  hats,  and  the  tanning  materials  for  the  leather  of  our  shoes, 
gloves,  coats  and  other  leather  goods.  Needless  to  state  that  the  forest 
has  furnished  us  our  shelter.     Wooden  houses  are  still  common  and  where 
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brick  and  stone  are  used  for  outside  walls  wood  has  entered  most  largely 
into  the  interior  and  equipment. 

"Our  fuel  comes  directly  or  indirectly  from  the  forests.  Wood  is  a 
direct  product  of  the  forest.  Coal  is  mined  by  using  large  quantities  of 
wood  for  mine  timbering.  Electricity  developed  from  water  power  kept 
constant  by  forested  hills,  transmitted  over  wires  on  wooden  poles. 

"The   forests   of  the   state   furnish   a   larger   demand  for   labor. 

"Forests  influence  beneficially  the  health  of  the  community,  because 
of  pure  air,  pure  water,  and  facilities  for  recreation. 

"Transportation  is  essential  for  civilization  and  forest  products  are 
essential   to   transportation   activities. 

"Civilization  is  the  result  of  commerce  and  the  exchange  of  ideas. 
Our  books  are  the  products  of  the  forests.  Our  ideas  are  determined  and 
kept  alive  by  the  books  we  read.  There  may  be  a  time  when  papers  and 
books  will  be  beyond  the  reach  of  the  average  individual  resulting  in 
widespread   influence   and   a   backward   step   in   civilization." 

Based  upon  the  need  of  a  constructive  forestry  program  we  reaffirm 
our  former  attitude  that  a  complete  forest  policy  for  Pennsylvania  must 
include,  first,  measures  and  precautions  to  prevent  forest  fires,  and  second, 
provision  for  growing  timber  without  which  we  cannot  get  along.  Penn- 
sylvania can  justly  claim  that  it  has  the  best  fire  prevention  system  in 
existence  anywhere  in  the  United  States  and  to  complete  a  well  rounded 
forest  policy  we  need  to  complement  this  with  the  purchase  for  reforesta- 
tion the  thousands  of  acres  of  wild  waste  land  of  the  mountainous  sections 
of  Pennsylvania.  The  growing  of  timber  on  the  hills  and  mountain  sides 
of  Pennsylvania  will  prove  a  gilt-edged  investment  and  not  here  alone 
but  farmers  are  to  engage  in  replanting  of  waste  sections  and  thin  land 
suitable  only  for  growing  trees.  Since  1910,  the  State  Department  of 
Forests  and  Waters  has  distributed  more  than  40,000,000  trees  for  private 
planting  in  rural  Pennsylvania  in  all  parts  of  the  State.  When  the 
thousands  of  acres  of  idle  farm  land  have  been  made  productive  by  the 
planting  of  forest  trees  and  by  better  forest  care,  we  will  reap  both 
profit  and  social  benefits. 

Aside  from  the  economic  and  financial  phase  of  the  conservation  prob- 
lem there  are  equally  important  reasons  for  advancing  reforestation  of 
idle  lands.  Most  important  of  all  of  which  is  the  protection  to  our  water 
sheds  that  forests  afforded  in  the  past.  The  ruthless  destruction  of  our 
native  forests  has  lowered  water  levels  and  has  made  it  well  nigh  im- 
possible to  get  water  in  certain  sections.  As  a  result  of  such  destruction, 
erosion  of  the  soil,  the  greatest  foe  to  successful  farming,  has  carried 
much  of  our  fertility  into  the  ocean  and  impoverished  the  land. 

Engineers  and  authorities  are  practically  agreed  that  the  destructive 
floods  along  our  great  rivers  and  valleys  could  be  prevented  were  there 
abundant  timber  growth  to  hold  the  water  in  the  soil  so  that  its  release 
would  be  gradual.  The  floods  in  the  Mississippi  and  the  Missouri  valleys 
in  recent  years  are  examples  of  these  destructive  agencies. 

There  is  another  phase  of  the  development  of  the  nonagricultural 
and  mountain  areas  of  Pennsylvania,  covering  almost  14,000,000  acres,  or 
about  half  the  area  of  our  State,  in  which  the  farmer  can  assume  leader- 
ship. We  refer  to  the  advertising  and  making  accessible  the  scenic  beauty 
of  Pennsylvania. 

This  beauty,  as  viewed  from  our  magnificent  system  of  highways,  has 
received  favorable  comment  on  every  hand. 

We  are,  however,  just  beginning  to  appreciate  the  supreme  efforts  of 
nature,  as  displayed  in  our  waterfalls,  mountain  streams,  gorges  and  rem- 
nants  of   primeval    forests.      These    unusual    scenes    are    secluded   in    our 
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forest  retreats,  where  few  Pennsylvanians  find  the  opportunity  of  visiting. 
Most  of  these  places  are  not  easily  accessible.

will  result  in  increasing  substantially  the  inflow  of  money  to  the  trades!

It  IS  reliably  estimated  that  the  pleasure  travel  of  Pennsvlvania  i« 
worth  $185,000,000.00.  This  is  a  business  of  large  proportions  and  we 
can,  therefore,  afford,  from  purely  financial  considerations,  to  give  this 
increased   attention.  ^ 

We  would  mention  Ricket's  Glen,  Child's  Park  in  Pike  Countv  and 
Piney  Run  Gorge  in  Tioga  County,  as  outstanding  examples  of  sc;nerv 
representing  the  supreme  efforts  of  Nature.  Travelers,  who  have  seen  the 
best  to  be  found  anywhere  in  the  nation,  consider  these  places  unexcelled 
and  yet  most  Pennsylvanians  have  missed  these  opportunities.  S  of 
our  State  will  justify  us  in  devoting  more  energy  and  money  to  the  de 
velopment  of  roads  and  other  facilities  so  that  the  ex^eptlal  scenery 
of  Pennsylvania  may  become  more  accessible  and  more  widely  known 

This  advertising  of  one's  State  in  order  to  encourage  tourist  trade  has 
been  practiced  by  New  England  States.  New  York  and^most  of  our  West 
ern  States  for  many  years.     This  will,  also,  be  a  contribution  thar  the 
State  Grange  may  make  toward  increased  zeal  for  and  greater  apDrecia 
tion  of  our  own  Pennsylvania.  greater  apprecia-
